MOROCCO, TUNISIA HOLD TALKS TO IMPROVE ECONOMIC RELATIONS 
Casablanca Meeting Discusses Closer Ties 
Casablanca LA VIE ECONOMIQUE in French 27 Mar 81 p 10 ' 


[Text] Tunisian and Moroccan business men met in Casablanca in hopes of examining 
the possibilities for improving commercial and industrial relations between the 
two countries. 


The outlines of the Greater Maghreb could be discerned in these bilateral relations, 
a concept that represents the real economic future of the region, as has been stated 
many times. The countries of the Maghreb can only achieve real power sufficient 

to negotiate [on even terms] with the European countries or the countries in the 
rest of Africa by putting their complementarity to work. This is the general direc- 
tion the Moroccan-Tunisian talks took after Mr Azeddine Guessous, minister of com- 
merce, industry, the merchant marine and fisheries set the tone. 


"The Joint Moroccan-Tunisian Commission has, since signing the 15 conventions in 
1964, contributed greatly to the development of commercial relations between 
Morocco and Tunisia," Mr Guessous said, adding: "In the decade just past Moroccan 
imports from Tunisia averaged 6.11 million dirhams [DH] per year--including metal- 
lurgical products, paper, journals, and books--while exports to that country 

were at an annual rate of 33 million DH including several Moroccan products among 
which were lead and wood. 


Mr Azeddine Guessous reviewed the positive results that had come from the respec- 
tive visits of Mr Mohamed Mzali to Morocco and Mr Maati Bouabid to Tunisia; this 
exchange of visits enabled the two sides to take several measures, including: 


--Systematic economic consultations, particularly in relation to [trade] fairs; 
--Provisions for improved management of the Joint Moroccan-Tunisian Chamber. 
--Creation of an administrative committee with the task of following the develop- 
ment of economic relations between the two countries and with the execution of de- 


cisions taken by the joint commission. This committee is responsible for estab- 
lishing commercial representation in Tunis and Casablanca. 


--Examination of prospects for new customs and trade to provide for the exemption 
of the products traded from customs duties, within the framework of the laws in 
force in the two countries. 








~eCreation of a maritime union that would be able to promote commercial exchanges. 


Mr Azeddine Guessous continued his remarks by atating that to reach a significant 
volume of trade it is indispensable to work together and exploit the industrial 
potentialities of the two countries and develop it further. Thus one must anti- 
Ccipate in the future the joint manufacture of certain products, or semi-finished 
products with large local consumption. To do this, it is up to private initiative 
to create joint venture companies to achieve economic integration on the basis of 
complementary industry, and this will enable the two countries to produce agricul- 
tural machinery and thereby lighten their external balance of payments. 


Mr Azeddine Guessous exhorted the Moroccan and Tunisian businessmen, when they 
start planning for the future, to avoid falling into the trap of harmful competi- 
tion. 


Textile Cooperation Discussed 
Casablanca MAROC SOIR in French 31 Mar 81 p 2 


[Text] As part of the big Moroccan-Tunisian businessmen's meeting held from 
23-30 March in Casablanca, the textiles committee met 23-24 March under the chair- 
manship of Mr Mohamed Drissi, president of the Moroccan Association of Textiles 
Industries |AMIT]. In attendance were members of the Tunisian delegation of tex- 
tile merchants and manufacturers and many Moroccan manufacturers represerting 
different branches of activity in this sector. 


The tields of commercial exchange were identified on 23 March. According to a 
communique made public Monday by AMIT, it was brought to the attention of the 
Moroccan side that the Tunisian Government had decided to allocate an import quota 
to textile product coming from Morocco, including | million dinars for cotton 
thread and | million dinars for other texiile products, in order to meet the needs 
of Tunisian enterprises. On 24 March, Mr Drissi gave a detailed presentation of 
the status of the “Moroccan textile industry sector, its progress, the possibilities 
it has to offer, its prospects, and the problems it is meeting with regard to 
exports. 


The communique underlined that several questions on the possibilities for collab- 
oration between the manufacturers and the traders of the two countries were dis- 
cussed. In addition to the political will of the two countries which establishes 
the framework for collaboration and exchanges, it is considered necessary to recom- 
mend the enactment of new reciprocal incentives to encourage businessmen to make 
use of the existing accords. 


Enact a Common Investment Policy 


Thus, it was recommended that a meeting be held in the near future in Tunis or 
Casablanca between officials of the two countries to identify problems, enact a 
common policy on investments and exports, and above all coordinate their actions 
in response to the restrictions imposed by the EEC, It was noted that bilateral 
exchanges in the field of textiles still remain very limited. Concerned with 
giving fresh impetus to these exchanges and creating competition within each of 











the two markets, Lt was recommended that the administrative formalities related 

to imports be eased as much as possible, both at the ministerial level and in 
customs administration, and that higher import quotas, than previously, be granted 
to manufacturers and merchants of the two countries. It was recommended also that 
an additional clause be inserted into the Moroccan-Tunisian accord concerning in- 
ternal taxes, which should not exceed 20 percent (including transport and insur- 
ance), 


For Development of Bilateral Exchanges 


Tne manufacturers and merchants must be kept informed of real opportunities in each 
country. To do that, it was recommended: 


~-that every branch of activity consider holding meetings between their sectoral 
organization officials: spinning, weaving, finishing, hosiery, and ready-made 
clothes--with officials from the ministries concerned in attendance. 


“to enact measures likely to intensify industrial, technical, and commercial 
cooperation between the two countries in the field of textiles. 


-=-to proceed with an exchange of lists of members of sectoral associations to in- 
clude comprehensive information on the products manufactured and the size of the 
enterprises, in order to establish direct contracts between the parallel branches 
of activity in each country. 


--to organize joint participation in textile exhibits in the two countries. 


--to facilitate as much as possible the use of temporary import permits for goods 
coming from each country. 


Morocco, in addition, has a large processing, finishing and printing capacity which 
could be exploited. 


Create the Institutional and Fiscal Framework 


The existence of a market of 26 million consumers should favor the development of 
joint industrial units. To do that, it was judged necessary to create the institu- 
tional and fiscal tramework in order to stimulate enterprises desiring to invest 
in one of the two countries. It was noted that the great majori.y of the textile 
exports of the two countries go to the EEC and are basically composed of ready- 
made articles, which produce little value-added because they are sub-contracted 
using fabric primarily imported from Europe. This is due to the insufficiency 

of fabric production and raw materials both in Tunisia and Morocco. 


In that connection, it was recommended: 


1) to proceed to the creation of joint industrial units producing the fabric and 
thread necessary to supply the weaving and ready-made factories. 


2) to undertake joint actions in the training of medium and highly skilled cadres 
in the field of textiles and ready-made clothing. 











Similarly, it was judged indispensable to establish joint commercial activities 
outside the two countries through the exploitation of present networks and the 
creation of joint marketing societies, 


Assure the Diversification Necessary to our Exports 
To do this, it was agreed to take the necessary measures to maximize utilization 
of the quotas established by the EEC, while still working toward the diversifica- 


tion necessary for our exports. 


Finally, the accent was put particularly on the necessity of establishing as soon 
a8 possible the Morocco-Tunisia maritime link and preferential airfares. 


--Graut reciproca! import quotas above the overall quotas. 


~-Create an institutional and fiscal framework that would encourage Tunisian and 
Moroccan enterprises to install themselves in the two countries. 


--Create joint venture companies for the manufacture of the fabric and thread 
necessary to supply spinning and ready-made units. Proceed to an exchange of lists 
of members of the sectoral associations, with information as to the products manu- 
factured and insure the widest possible dissemination. 


--Organize joint participation in textile exhibits in the two countries. 
~-Undertake joint activities in vocational training. 


--Conside a meeting between officials in the various organizations representing 
sectors of the textile industry, with the ministries concerned also represented. 


The participants in that meeting were the guests Sunday evening at a reception 
held in their honor by the Tunisian-Moroccan League of Cooperation and Fraternity 
of Casablanca.

REPORTAGE ON FIFTH UNJA NATIONAL CONGRESS 
Messaadia Urges Radicalization 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 22 Mar 81 pp 1, 5

[Text] Mr Mohamed Cherif Messaadia, member of the Central Committee and head of 
the committee's permanent Secretariat, presided Saturday morning at the opening 
of the UNJA [National Union of Algeria Youth] Fifth National Congress at party 
headquarters on Place des Martyrs. Present were Abdelhamid Mehri, Mohamed 
Djeghaba, Ammar Benaouda, Bachir Khaldoun, Ahmed Sebaa, Abdelhak Brerhi, 

Djamel Houhou, and Youcef Yalaoul, members of the Central Committee and, respec- 
tively, president of the information, culture and training committee, president 
of the general organization committee, president of the central discipline commit- 
tee, head of the information and culture department, head of the department of 
mass organizations and volunteers, minister of education and scientific research, 
minister of youth and sports, and secretary general of the National Organization 
of Mojahedin. 


Mr Messaadia underlined in his opening speech the interest the political director- 
ate takes in youth, which "represents the future of the revolution and guarantees 
its continuity." (ext turning to conditions on the eve of the congress, he noted 
that the country is going through a stage marked by assessment of the general 
situation that has been in force since the Fourth FLN [National Liberation Front] 
Party Congress and which among other things is aimed at radicalizing the march of 
the revolution against its enemies both internal and external. 


Mentioning the thrust of the settling of accounts which is presently under way, 

Mr Messaadia asserted that "it is a scientifically rigorous method to enable us 

to have confidence in the Algerian cadres, to whom credit is due for having great- 
ly contributed to the achievement of all the revolutionary gains." 


The head of the permanent Secretariat of the party Central Committee also recalled 
that culture has been one of the principal focal points of the revolution since 
the Tripoli congress, and that urgent national objectives have up to now prevented 
the question to be addressed earlier. "Moreover," he added, "this question in- 
volves a revolutionary mission which we must fulfill." 








He then underlined Algeria's participation in Arab-Muslim civilization and its 
contribution to the enrichment and development of that civilization in the 
Arab Maghreb, the Meditterranean region, and the world. 


The Fifth National UNJA Congress opened yesterday morning. The work of the con- 
gress will continue today and tomorrow at the Zirout Youcef palace. The opening 
session was held under the chairmanship of Mr Mohamed Cherif Messaadia, head of 
the Central Committee's permanent Secretariat. Present were Nourredine Djellouli, 
member of the Central Committee, secretary general of the UNJA; Abdelhamid Mehri, 
member of the Central Committee, president of the party's culture and information 
committee; Mohamed Djeghaba, member of the Central Committee, president of the 
general organization committee; Ahmed Sbaa, member of the Central Committee, head 
of department of mass organizations and volunteers; Djamel Houhou, member of the 
Central Committee, minister of youth and sports; Abdelhak Brerhi, member of the 
Central Committee, minister of higher education and scientific research; Youcef 
Yalaoul, member of the Central Committee, secretary general of the National Organi- 
zation of Mojahedin, as well as many other top officials. 


During this session, the national congress heard the activity report of the national 
secretariat and remarks by the head of the Central Committee's permanent Secretar- 
iat. Subsequently there was a discussion of points regarding the general situation 
and organizational questions. 


In its activity report, the national secretariat laid out with particular emphasis 
the necessity of strengthening democracy and credibility with respect to the 
masses: /"It is the only way possible to create a revolutionary wave that is pow- 
erful and able to undo the efforts of the forces that implacably oppose our coun- 
try's socialist option."/ The accent was put on the situation that prevailed in 
Tiaret where organizational structures had been dissolved illegally. The report 
of the national secretariat calls for vigilance in order to foil /"the maneuvers 
by the enemies of our people who are doing everything they can to encourage deter- 
ioration of the situation and whose objectives are clearly harmonized in a vast 
conspiracy against the youth organization, democracy, and the socialist option, 
through obstructing the struggle of the masses, stifling their revolutionary mili- 
tancy, and weakening support for Brother Chadli and the National Charter, destab- 
ilizing the country in order to defend their own privileges all the better, 
jeopardizing the gains of the agrarian revolution, free medical care, and the state 
sector, mortgaging our national economic independence, and defending the interests 
of the multinationals."/ 


Despite all these difficulties, the report continues, organizational life in this 
latest period was marked by the deployment of efforts on the part of youth to 
/"thwart the maneuvers of those who oppose mobilization and democracy, in spite 

of all difficulties."/ It notes the mary youth initiatives in the struggle to 

open the people's schools, the buildiug of viable institutions in many governorates, 
and in many sectors, organization of the volunteers, etc. 


While giving its support to President Chadli's actions, particularly in the con- 
text of the purification policy and the natural gas battle, the national secretar- 
iat calls on the 'NJA militants to strengthen their organization by taking decisive 
action to deal with the social problems of the various categories of youth and 
moving to intensify organizational life. 











speaking at the conelustfon of che report, the head of the Central Committee perman- 
ent Seeretariat sald the current predicament ot the country could be called a 
"“eritica, moment." /"it is a critical moment,"/ he said, /"because many questions 
that are decisive and basic to the future must be addressed at the same time.''/ 
Recalling the directions set down by the Special Congress of the FLN and the focal 
points of development identified in the 5-year plan, Mr Messaadia said that 

/"the new work methods are upsetting the interests of forces hostile t» the direc- 
tion of the country. The purification of economic life, the critical reappraisal 
of relations with the multinationals, the firmness of the positions we have taken 
internationally, are inciting imperialism to create spots of tension on the margins. 
The retrograde forces within are joining their actions to this imperialist strategy 
by trying to create a schism between the directorate and the masses and by trying 
through many diversions to undermine the confidence and serenity of our people.''/ 


Continuing his remarks, the permanent secreta*y of the Central Committee next turned 
to culture. /"This,"/ he said, /"is one of the fundamental focal points of the 
revolution. The debate in progress,"/ he continued, /"is directed against the 
penetration of foreign culture and more particularly French and western culture.'"'/ 
Recalliag that the colonialists did everything they could to nullify the national 
spirit, he declared that Islam unifies the Algerian pec . /"What is needed,"'/ 

he said, is a debate, but a peaceful and unifying deb. e trov which will emerge 

a revolutionary vision of culture that is compatible . th the national interests."/ 


Next turning to the problem posed by the representatives of youth about the dissolu- 
tion of UNJA institutional structures in Tiaret, the head of the Central Committee's 
permanent Secretariat said that the question is being studied by the country's 
Political Directorate and that a decision will be made in accordance with the stat- 
utory provisions. /"'The line of demarcation,"/ he said in this context, /"is the 
National Charter, and the organic statutes."/ 


During the genera! discussion, the members of the national congress brought up 
many questions related to culture, the life of the organization, and social prob- 
lems. 


The first speaker to focus on culture laid out the necessity of broadening the 
pres ot debate to make it a real public debate. The delegate put the accent on 
the sincerity with which the question must be approached: "There must be no hid- 
den motives. I say this because there is a tendency for attention to be fixed 

on a few events, whenever the cultural question is discussed. The problem at 

hand is an objective problem, a problem in the daily lives of the masses. Those 
who want to would like to encourage prejudices against a portion of our people are 
enemies of the revolution. Before anything else, the cultural debate aims at 
strengthening national sovereignty."/ Concerning organizational problems, the 
delegate mentions /"attacks against democracy of which the UNJA is the target. 
These attacks,"/ he said, /"are aimed at weakening the ability of the organization 
to mobilize, and consequently weakening the revolutionary movement."/ 


Another speaker emphasizes the acuteness of social problems. He contrasted the 
austerity policy with the recent inundation of the market by luxury items. 
/"This,"/ he said, /"is a veritable insult to the laboring masses."/ He continued 
to elaborate on the innumerable obstacles impeding the organizational! activities 
and creative initiatives of youth. /"Since September, we have been st -uggling to 











establish people's schools. And we find the doors closed to us, at the very time 
when people are talking about improving culture,"/ 


Another youth delegate disclosed problems being encountered by the high school 
students of Sendrata, where UNJA activities are practically forbidden and where 
the youth are subjected to all sorts of pressures, particularly by the systematic 
expulsion of any student judged to be “unruly.” 


The debate continued on in this fashion. Several delegates raised the problem of 
Tiaret. In attendance in the hall were Ammar Bbenaouda, Ahmed Sbaa, and Mohamed 
Djeghaba, members of the Central Committee. bBenaouda is president of the central 
committee on discipline, Sbaa is head of the department of mace organisations and 
volunteers, and Djieghaba is president of the general organization committee. They 
each took the floor to discuss aspects of the probleme. They stated that Che 
problem will be solved within the framework of the statutory provisions. 


In the afternoon, the national congress debated cultural policy. This debate took 
place in the presence of Abdelhamid Mehri, Mohamed Djeghaba, Ahmed Sbaa, and 
Diamel Houhou. As this debate went on to a late hour, we will summarize it in our 
next edition. 


UNJA Votes To Support Chadli

{Text} Algiers--Mr Mohamed Cherif Messaadia, member of the Central Committee, head 
of the commit.  's permanent Secretariat, presided Thursday afternoon over the 
closing session of the UNJA [National Union of Algerian Youth] Fifth National Con- 
gress at the “Hotel du Port" at Sidi-Fredj. 


The congress sent a message of support to President Chadli Bendjedid, president 
of the Republic and secretary general of the FLN [National Liberation Front] Party. 


it also adopted a working agenda for the months to come as well as a general policy 
resolution and recommendations. 


Mr Messaadia gave an orientation speech dwelling on the concernsof the youth. He 
also discussed in a general way the tasks incumbent on the Union in the present 
phase of the revolution. 


On behalf of th. secretary general of the party, Mr Messaadia saluted the members 
of the national congress and through them all of Algeria's youth. "The political 
directorate," he emphasized, “is sparing no effort for the reaching of the goals 

to which we all aspire. We want to see the youth organization strong and able to 
fully assume the role which has devolved upon it. The head of the permanent 
Secretariat of the Centrei Committee added that this “can not be done simply by 
by-laws, regulations, texts, or even resolutions. There must be responsible democ- 


racy, and the work to be accomplished can only begin with basic and specific action." 








Mr Messaadia next touched on certain organigational questions. “The party mili- 
tant today,” he said, “needa to strengthen the mase organizations which are the 
natural extension of the FLN.” He then deseribed the relationship which exists 
between the party and the mage organizations as well as the achievements of Alger- 
ian youth, On thie latter point, he atated that “youth teday has gone beyond 

the point where its forces were scattered, Lt is united, We cannot, however, say 
that youth has reached its goal. Millions of young people are not yet integrated 
into the organizational trameworks. Certainly, the Algerian revolution has guaran- 
teed young people the essentials for living. Certainly, it has mobilized prodigious 
resources in education and other fields for ite benefit. But it is still true that 
the ideological armament necessary has not yet reached all our youth. This is 

why UNJA needs to mobilize, organize, and raise the consciousness of the youth. 

This ie the Union's task, ite very top priority to which it must devote iteelf, 
especially since the objective conditions have been attained. “We find ourselves 

on the frontlines of the [FLN] Front against imperialism and reaction,” Mr Messaadia 
also added, describing the methods imperialism uses to gain its ends. 


Mr Messaadia next underlined the fact that UNJA is the real nursery of the other 
masse organizations. “Unly the ideological bulwark is able to deal with all these 
problems,” he said. "This is why, Mr Messaadia added, “today we must embed it in 
the principles and fundamental options of the country and work toward the implemen-~ 
tation of the guidelines of the National Charter." 


In conclusion, the head of the party's permanent Secretariat urged the youth to 
mobilize themselves around the great tasks of nation building.

ELECTRONIC WARFARE ACCOMPLISHMENTS REVIEWED 
Cairo AL=-MUSAWWAR in Arabic 2 Jan 81 pp 13-18 


{Interview With Staff Maj Gen Engineer Faruq Yasin, Armed Forces Electronic War- 
fare Director, by Hamdi Lutfi; "For Firet Time, Our Armed Forces Electronic Warfare 
Director Speake to AL—MUSAWWAR"] 


[Text] Our armed forces electronic warfare director has spoken to the Egyptian 
presse for the firet time and has given AL-MUSAWWAR this exclusive interviow. He 
reveals here the secrets behind the introduction of this type of warfare into our 
armed forces, the struggle it has imposed on his men and the obstacles and diffi- 
culties placed intentionally in their path so that our armed forces may remain 
captive of the backwardness under which we lived in the June 1967 defeat. Often, 
that which seems harmful is beneficial. The defeat was an enormous incentive for 
introducing electronic warfare into Egypt--the greatest accomplishment realized 
secretly by President al-Sadat at the military level, beginning in 1971. The 
president entered the October [1973] war with this electronic warfare and then led 
the plan to develop it up to the 1980's. This is a story that deserves more than 
one pause from us. 


If we want to talk about the size and effectiveness of the electronic warfare corps 
in our armed forces at present, then it is essential that we return to the phase 
following 5 June 1967 because there is an inevitable link between the two phases-- 
a link tied to the backwardness in armament imposed on us in the 1960's and the 
enormous losses thet this backwardness caused us in the 1967 round and then with 
the phase of rebuiiding our armed forces and of the endeavor to march forth to the 
spheres of the modern battle. This endeavor required a vast effort in order to 
break the chains of backwardness with which they had tightly shackled our armed 
forces until October 1972 when we ousted the Soviet experts. 


After the results of the June 1967 war, it became evident to the military command 
that israel bad advanced electronic warfare means against our armed forces’ radars 
and against our various communication networks and lines. 


The political leadership was eager to move rapidly to deal with the situation. This 
leadership gathered a considerable number of the most prominent engineering pro- 
fessors in our Egyptian universities and a number of the armed forces officers to 
form a committee of those civilian and military scientists. This committee started 
to work far from the lights and in silence and secrecy. This was the start.

Our armed forces now ine lude among their agencies the Electronic Wafare Directorate 
which played a positive and weighty role in preparing for and in waging the 
October 1973 war, in the past few years, this directorate has implemented a number 
of development and modernization programa adopted by the armed forces general 
command in order to keep up pace with the age and to storm into the 1980's 
acientifically at the level of the ground, naval and air forces, 


I used thie Egyptian military-civilian committee which played the role of the 
unknown soldier in the efforta to enable us to cross to the technology of the age 
in the sphere of electronic warfare, of ite sophisticated military equipment and 
ite ideal use-<I used this committee as a starting point for my interview with one 
of our military commanders who have carried the trust and who have performed the 
greatest tasks so that we may pase from 1967 to what we have attained at present, 
passing through the great accomplishment of the October 1973 war. I used this 
committee to start my interview with Staff Maj Gen Engineer Faruq Yasin, the 
director of our armed forces Electronic Warfare Directorate. 


Staff Maj Gen Faruq Yasin, the veteran signals fighter who is from Taha Marj in the 
diatrict of (Dayrab Najm Sharqiyah), wae born in 1931 and graduated from the 
Military College in 1950. We started hie service in the army in a signals detach- 
ment of the First Infantry Division in Sinai and Gaga Strip under the command of 
President Anwar al-Sadat when he was reinatated in the Egyptian army on 8 January 
1950. 


The electronic warfare director, while I am in the process of writing an identity 
card introducing him to the Egyptian reader, is among the first generation of 
officers to graduate from the Military Technical College--one of the Egyptian 
military education lighthouses that glitter with their offerings, their men and 
their graduates. In the 1950's, Staff Maj Gen Faruq Yasin studied in the Cairo 
University Engineering College and obtained his B.S. in engineering in 1958. He 
then obtained his diploma in higher studies from the Military Technical College 
in 1961. He also obtained his M.A. in law from ‘Ayn Shams University in 1957 to 
satisfy his legal hobby. 


In 1961, he joined the military production engineers and worked in the Egyptian 
missile projects wntil 13 June 1967 when he went to the canal front to add his 
contribution to those who stood fast and who continued to dig with their nails a 
new path for the Eeyptian will During the October war, he occupied the position 
of assistant director of the Signals Technical Affairs Directorate. He then pro- 
ceeded to perform his gradual role in the electronic warfare. 


Staff Maj Gen Engineer Faruq Yasin said to me: in modern armies, electronic war- 
fare constitutes the peak of the scientific and technological struggle in the 
military sphere. This is why the sciences, means and arts of this warfare are 
surrounded by the highest degree of secrecy. 


Before 1967, it was not easy for us to make the Soviets volunteer to offer this 
vast development in the electronic warfare to our armed forces, despite our need 
for it. We all know the role of Liberty, the famous U.S. ship which was a major 
floating naval electronic laboratory. One of the tasks entrusted to that ship 








during that round was spying on the operations theater, It is no secret that the 
ship, which was mistakenly hit by Leraeli aircraft, contributed to a degree in 
facilitating the success of the leraeli offensive in 1967, 


The Seviets benefited fully from the dies of the Egyptian committee and used 
them to develop thei: weapons, by the mission of some of their prominent experts, 


When it wae decided to establish the nucleus of the Electronic Warfare Directorate 
mn our armed forces in the form of a military branch under the control of the 
Chief of Staff, the Soetets confronted and fought this atep by withholding the de= 
livery of any supplies that could make this branch effective and resorted to 
procrastination with ue in this regard, 


[Question] When was thie branch set up and which of our armed forces officers 
iasumed ite command at the outset? 


_Anewer] The branch began to operate in 1969 and ite command was entrusted to 
trig Gen Fawzi al-Wakil, one of the senior signal officers. I worked with him as 
the branch's deputy head, The branch continued to exist until the early 1970's 
when another phase started with the Soviets. The phase coincided with President 
al-Sadat's assumption of the country's leadership. The president was fully aware 
of the details and secrets of the military situation and of the futile procrastina- 
tion to which the Soviets had resorted in dealing with us. President al-Sadat was 
aware of this through his direct dealings with Moscow's leaders and with their 
political and military representatives for more than 3} years after June 1967. 

The president explained the intricacies of that period in detail after abrogation 
of the Egyptian-Soviet treaty and adoption of the strategy of diversification of the 
weapon resources. 


(Staff Maj Gen Faruq Yasin went on to say:) With the onset of 1971, President 
al-Sadat became eager for our air forces and then for our air defense forces, as a 
etart, to acquire a degree of the electronic warfare equipment. The Russians be- 
came certain of al-Sadat's interest and eagerness to discuss with them personally, 
either in Cairo or in Moscow, our military demands and needs. They also became 
certain of his followup on the programs for arming us with the electronic warfare 
weapons from the Soviet Union or from other countries. I can now say that he 
initiated as of the beginning of 1972 contacts with a number of international wes- 
tern establishments to acquire sensitive electronic equipment, apparatuses and 
spare parts for our armed forces. The president also kept up with the accomplish- 
ents, additions and innovations introduced by engineers and officers of the armed 
‘orces--and this i. a page of pride and honor for the genius and scientific capa- 
bility of the Egyptian mind--especially between 1969 and the end of 1970 and then 


during the preparation for the October war, during the actual war and up to the 
1980's. 


|\Question] Could .ou give me some examples’ 


\Anever| I will ooly mention two examples so ae to preserve the secrecy and 
ately ©. Our activity. 
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Our offieers transformed, for example, one of Che pieces of equipment used in 
signal communications into an eleeyronic jamming and distortion apparatus, They 
aleo modified a signal receiver to be used as an electronic Listening device, 


[Question] Does this mean that the Soviets did not deliver any sophisticated 
electronic equipment to Egypt? 


[Anawer] When the war of attrition escalated and when the Israelis intensified 
their daily air raids on the Canal front and deep into the country and until the 
time when our air defense ayatem wae completed, the military command permitted the 
Soviets to intensify their air defense activities. The late President ‘Abd-al-Nasir 
permitted the Soviets to be stationed in some Egyptian bases that served to protect 
the hinterland againat the Ieraeli raids. The Soviets did bring to those areas the 
elements of electronic warfare and the equipment to hamper raiding aircraft. This 
wae the beginning of the entry of the Soviet electronic warfare equipment into 
Egypt. 


The Soviets turned the zones in which they were deployed in our country into areas 
restricted to us, However, our men in the special service copied the patterns, 
types and specific detaile of every piece of that Soviet equipment and put their 
work in front of President al-Sadat. 


[Question] What happened afterwards? Did the situation continue to be as it had 
been? 


[Anewer| No, the situation did not continue to be frozen. They [Soviets] agreed 
at a later stage to supply our forces with some equipment similar to what they 
had brought with them. We had become familiar with the volume and efficiency of 
the equipment which was no longer secret to us. Yet, they supplied us with very 
amall quantities, by the eye dropper as we say in our everyday language. We did 
not get from them all the kinds that we had requested. The relations at the level 
of military cooperation between our forces and their military advisers became 
tense Then President al-Sadat made his historic decision to oust the Soviet ex- 
perts from our country before the end of 1972. The supreme command proposed that 
we purchase the equipment that they had brought with them, considering that they 
had refused to supply us with the later models. They left us some equipment 
similar to what we had gotten from them before issuance of the historic decision 
to oust them. However, they did sabotage some of the apparatuses and equipment 
that they left us. 


The Egyptian electronic warfare military cadres had absorbed this warfare's 
equipment technically and so they were able to repair the equipment sabotaged by 
the Soviets and to restore it to the service. This work was one of the most 
serious, most complex and greatest Egyptian accomplishments. It was no easy task 
but rather a difficult scientific task that involved dozens of precise details. 
Ultimately, the equipment became 100 percent operational and our forces then used 
it in the glorious October war with high efficiency. 


[Question] May I ask for an evaluation of the dimensions of our use of the 
electronic warfare in the October 1973 war and the results of this use? 
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[Answer] | cannot say that we entered that war with modern and sophisticated 
electronic equipment, The Egyptian fighters and technicians proved that the man 
mkes the weapon and not the weapon the man, This is because their combat 
accomplishments in the battlefield through the use of that equipment was a highly 
etficient accomplishment that surprised many of the weatern military commanders 

and master manufacturers of such weapons, Others used the word "stunning" [to 
describe the accomplishment], So they tried to eatablish contacts with us and with 
our military cadres and tried to familiarize themselves with our capabilities 

atter 1973 when they became certain that we were in possession of the experience 

of modern war and that the experience we had undergone practically is invaluable, 
The international establishments included in the lists of weapon suppliers continued 
to approach Egypt. In their endeavors to sell us weapons, those establishments 
planned to take advantage of our weapon development and to use our experts, It is 
important to nete here that our methods in developing this equipment differ greatly 
from the metho's in which the modern electronic warfare arsenals are developed both 
in the west and in the east. 


For long periods, weapon suppliers avoided including Egypt in the List of importers 
of European weapons. In recent years, most of them have stated openly that they 
have now included Egypt in their list of honor. The requests we have presented to 
them tor modern weapons built to our technical and scientific specifications have 
received their utmost respect and interest. 


[Question] Does electronic warfare equipment have to be manufactured according to 
special specifications for each country? 


[Answer] Yes, this has to be done. This is why electronic warfare equipment in the 
east, in the west or in our country is considered a top military secret. Our 
Egyptian experts have introduced to the apparatuses and equipment that we possess 
numerous modifications and specifications that raise their efficiency both positively 
and negatively [sic]. It is no secret to us that those running after us to supply 
us with modern electronic weapons and to exchange technical cooperation in this 
field between our technical cadres and their experts are only seeking their 
interests primarily. We deal with these establishments with utter vigilance, to 

the degree permitted by our country’s resources and in a manner that does not 

cause an imbalance in the qualities of the weapons of the major branches of our 
ground, air and naval forces. 


New Electronic Warfare Cadre 


{Question] Can you explain to the reader in simple words who are our cadres in the 
electronic warfare? 


[Answer] They are basically the air defense officers, the air force officers, the 
signals officers, the engineers, the artillery and the naval officers. Electronic 
warfare exists in every branch of the armed forces. For example, infantrymen use 
elhctronic warfare cquipment, and so do tank crews whose tanks contain modern 
ecientilic innovations, such as lasers, and previously ultra-violet rays, and 
equipment that turns the night into day, observes the enmy from afar and realizes 
complete success tor their fire. 











[Question] What about the new generation of electronic warfare fighters and how 
does this generation join your torces? 


{Aneawer}] The Military Technical College supplies us with its graduate engineers 
who are specialized in electronics. Moreover, the War College programs now in- 
clude studies for B.S. in engineering for officers who will specialize in electron- 
ic warfare. This ia in addition to the technician officers graduating from the 
Armed Forces Technical Inatitute. 


The Electronic Warfare Inatitute receives thease new fighters and conducts for them 
specialization courses on the use of modern electronic equipment, in addition to 
courses in the other military sciences included in the curriculum, This is 
followed by studies at the Staff College and then at the Nasir Higher Military 
College. 


To put it briefly, the electronic warfare fighter learns the sciences and arts of 
war and the characteristics of the various combat weapons, He can thus absorb the 
various modern systems of electronic warfare and can specialize in them, To put 

it more plainly, we find that electronic warfare specialization is like the medical 
profession. After 6 years of study, the graduate of a medical college becomes a 
general practition r and then proceeds to specialize in a certain branch, Elec- 
tronic warfare requires a general officer who then graduates in the use of positive 
and negative electronic guidance, reconnaissance, obstruction and jamming equipment, 


[Question] (1 said to “aj Gen Faruq Yasin, the veteran signals fighter and the 
chief of the Electronic Warfare Directorate:) We heard before and after the 

October war about «ontacts with lreq and Syria for the establishment of a nucleus of 
an lIraqi-Svrian-Egyptian electronic warfare entity [sic]. What about these contects 
and what are their results? 


[Anewer] It is difficult to give a decisive answer because electronic warfare is 
a constant daily scientific and technological race that doesn't end at a certain 
phase realized by either the United States or Russia. 


[Question| How do you then explain the Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia a number 
of years ego without the Americans being aware of the invasion [in advance]. The 
Russians achieved at the time a surprise which shook the world. Moreover, how do 
you explain the failure of the U.S. aircraft in the operation to rescue the hos- 
tages detained in Iran? 


[Answer] Deepite the surprise achieved by the Soviets in their use of their 
electronic equipment, this equipment doesn't include the latest developrents 
realized by the electronic engincering sciences and by the technology of producing 
this sophisticated equipment. In its scientific structure, the Soviet electronic 
equipment lags behind that of the west. But the Soviets rely by a greater degree 
on enormous quantity than on method and quality. What happened when Czechoslovakia 
was invaded is that the Soviets took advantage of the lack of sophisticated U.S. 

or western electronic equipment on the eastern borders of NATO. The NATO command 
must have comprehended the presence of this gap very well. 
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An for the failure of the operation to reacue the hostages in Iran, it can be said 
from the eleetronic warfare viewpoint that the United States did not appreciate 
properly the true dimensions of the Soviet electronic activity on the Lranian- 
fovie. borders, It ia certain that the Soviets bolatered their electronic 
presence on these bordera after their entry into Afghanistan, This situation 
represents a point of weakness in the electronic (safety) systems when preparing 
for any military operation, 


'Muestion)] In view of this explanation, it is not unlikely that the Soviets wil! 

surpriee the world today or tomorrow and occupy Poland, despite the U.S. warnings 

to Moscow, because of the unrest threatening the communist regime ruling Poland at 
present, What ts your opinion? 


|Anewer] The Soviets may do this. With their electronic warfare means, the 
Americans may be able to observe and uncover the Soviet military movement as of its 
first moments. But the question remains: Will the United States intervene to 
freeze this movement or to strike it militarily or will it follow the policy of 
military non-confrontation? 


This is a different situation governed by international political and economic 
calculations and not just by military calculations because the outcome of these 
calculations may lead to a third world war. 


[Question] Some U.S. and British authors have written in specialized inter- 
national scientific magazines that the Egyptian forces, with their performance 
during the 1969-70 war of attrition and then during the October 1973 war, have 

come to possess high scientific expertise in managing electronic warfare--expertise 
not acquired by the armies of the major powers that have manufactured the equipment 
for this warfare, »samely the United States and the Soviet Union that have acquired 
only theoretical experience through exercises. Can you explain to the reader in 
your easy and enjoyable style the duties or the role that the electronic warfare 
performs during combat? And please excuse us for this lengthy question. 


[Answer] The electronic warfare role insofar as the air forces are concerned is 

to reduce the losses of these forces by using an electronic apparatus to alert the 

pilot to enemy radars and missiles, thus enabling him to maneuver swiftly to avoid 

the missile launched to hunt down his aircraft or to use the obstruction apparatus 

fitted into his aircraft to blind the radar observing the aircraft or to hinder the 
missile and cause it to miss the aircraft. 


At the same time, if the pilot is on his way to strike a hostile target, the 
electronic warfare can, with its systems, offer him the means to obstruct communica- 
tion between the pilots of enemy aircraft and their air base, thus denying the 
hosti:« aircraft efficient control over management of their battle and, conse- 
quently, causing them to fail to carry out their mission. 


linus tay as the air defense forces are ccncerned, electronic warfare has the capa- 
bility to hamper the hostile aircraft's navigational equipment and target-finding 
equipment, thus causing their sissiles and bombs to miss their targets. 











(lectrontc warfare can also perform eleetronic deception by making the enemy pilot 
hit fake or imaginary targets while believing that he has hit the targets for 
wiich he has come, Moreover, confusing the hostile aircraft's navigational and 
target=tinding equipment through use of the electronic warfare elements prolongs 
the period during which the aircraft is exposed and this makes it easier for our 
air defense forcer to hunt down the enemy pilot and to destroy his aircraft, 


At sea, we find that the various naval unite have been fitted with electronic 
warfare equipment that jam the enemy radars and air forces, thus preventing them 
from determining the location of our naval units and, consequently, preventing 
them from hitting these units 


let us aleo ossume that an Egyptian missile boat is on its way to destroy hostile 
nival unite, it is the duty of the electronic warfare in thise case to secure 

[the safety] of this boat while approaching the hostile naval target or the coastal 
target to be hit ond not to let the enemy become aware of the presence of the boat. 
Such » situation creates the best conditions for the success of a missile boat's 
mission. 


(Proceeding with his simplified explanation, Staff Maj Gen Faruq Yasin added: ) 


We now come to the land forces, Let us imagine that they have taken an offensive 
position. The electronic warfare assists them by hampering the hostile signal 
networks, thus causing the enemy commands’ control over their forces to be con- 
fused and uneure. This ultimately leade to the defeat of the enemy forces. 


There is another duty. The enemy is supposed to have radars to correct the firing 
of its missile artillery and conventional artillery with their various calibers. 
The duty of the electronic warfare is to isolate these radars from the battle by 
obstruction, thus eliminating their effectiveness because these radars pose a 
danger to our attacking forces in case the radars succeed. The electronic warfare 
also obstructs radars and communication networks of the hostile air defense and 
their missile-guidance equipment, thus reducing their danger and impact by a large 
degree. The opportunity then becomes available for our air forces, which assist 
the advance and assault by our land forces, to operate with freedom of movement. 


In addition to these duties, the warning and listening centers set up by the elec- 
tronic warfare [directorate] on the borders of the state, be they stationary or 
mobile, airborne or seaborne, are the vigilant eyes of the armed forces, watching 
day and night the hostile radar activity and every change in this activity. These 
centers then decipher this activity, analyze it with the sophisticated electronic 
meane at their disposal and emerge from the analysis with ever-fresh information 
on the enemy movem nts and on the ground, air and naval concentration, deployment 
and distribution ct the enemy units. They even emerge with information on the 
enemy's training systems and forms, discovering ultimately the enemy's intentions 
and whether he is preparing for battle or just carrying out exercises. The tapes 
containing this information are immediately supplied to the military intelligence 
so that the commanders of our armed forces may use them. 


[Question] Can we say in this case that it is possible to get an adequate advance 
warning before the enemy attack? 
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lAnawer} This advance warning ineludes determining the time of the enemy offen- 
sive It is also possible to send the warning long enough before the air attack, 
thus providing the opportunity to prevent the enemy aircraft from realizing their 
foals, 


[Question] Permit me to ask a counter question, What about the enemy's elec- 
tronic activity? Lan't he also exerting efforts to develop his positive activity 
and his modern equipment and isn't the enemy in a race with us in which he may 
come up ahead of us with resources that exceed ours? 


[Answer] Naturally, it is an endless race. This is our fate aud our duty and we 
accept it with utter faith and confidence. I will try to be brief in my answer to 
this question due (© security considerations. 


The warning centers that we employ analyze the enemy's electronic activity and can, 
with the capabilities of the men operating them, determine the specifications of 
the enemy equipment and whatever new additions or innovations are added to it. They 
can even determine the method in which the enemy uses this equipment. The outcome 
of this activity is used to prepare well for electronic warfare planning and for 
organizing reconnaissance and obstruction teams compatible with the enemy's size and 
capabilities. "Organize obstruction teams"--these three words involve an enormous 
human and technical effort to make it possible for our resources to be capable of 
hitting the enemy equipment with the maximum effect, to paralyze it, to cause it 

to miss its target in certain cases or to blind it. 








[Question] Just a moment, if T may. Affecting the enemy's electronic equipment, 
paralyzing it, causing it to miss or blinding it! May I hope for a simpler 
explenation of these results? 


[Answer] Each of these results requires different duties, tasks, forms [of action] 
and even equipment. This means that we must employ one system to score one kind 

of a hit against the enemy and another system to score another kind of a hit against 
him. If we want to blind the enemy equipment, i.e., if we want to make his screens 
completely white and unable to show any movement by our aircraft or missiles 
[sentence incomplete] 


[Question] Can th waves of the electronic obstruction equipment we use against 
the enemy affect our electronic activity or weapons in which electronic devices are 
used! 


[Answer] Yes, this can happen when there is no alertness or when good coordination 
is lacking in manaxing the battle of the joint forces, which is the present-day 
battle. 


To avert the danger of the electronic waves that you have mentioned in your question, 
the electronic warfare commander in any combat unit must be closely connected with 
and fully aware of the details of the unit's plan and the timing of the unit's 
assault. Moreover, he must be constantly informed of and in contact with every 
activity »yv our networks and radars, their system of operation and their electronic 
frequences to be able to operate his equipment and apparatuses in an effective and 
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effielent way against the enemy networks and radars without at all affecting our 
equipment, These are the most serious, complex, difficult and sensitive duties 
of the electronic wartfare men and commanders, 


Statf Maj Gen Engineer Faruq Yasin said: A single mistake in using the electronic 
warfare equipment or in implementing the set plan is a fatal mistake,

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MAR'I DISCUSSES ADVISORY COMMISSION'S DUTIES, STRUCTURE 
Cairo AKHIR SA'AH in Arabic 2 Jan 81 pp 13-18 


{Interview With Proeidential Assistant Sayyid Mar'i by Suhayr al-Husayni: "Sayyid 
Mar'i Speake to AKNIR SA'AH; What Ie Advisory Commission's Task and How Does Council 
Discuss Masses Problems” |} 


[Text] Presidential Assistant Engineer Sayyid Mar'i has talked about the [advisory] 
commission's task and role. In his capacity as the chairman of the commission that 
includes broad experiences and specializations, Mari'i has dotted the ii's and 
crossed the tt's, 


What are the problema with which the commission deals? Is there a duplication of or 
an overlapping with the jurisdictions of other authorities’ 





What is, for example, the commission's relationship with the specialized national 
councils, with the National Party's various committees, with the Consultative 
Council, with the various academies and with some of the ..rrent advisory committees? 


With his broad experience and with his long parliamentary and ministerial service, 
Sayyid Mar'i has ssid: 


it may seem to som that there is a duplication of organizations and, consequently, 
an overlapping of juriedictione. However, I would like to assert that there is no 
conflict or duplication of organizations and no overlapping of jurisdictions be- 
tween the Advisory Commission and the existing organizations, councils and commit- 
tees. All perform their role within a single integrated framework that seeks to 
serve the public interest solely. For example, the specialized national councils 
include a select group of specialists in the various fields and submit good re- 
ports and studies. What applies to the national councils also goes for the 
ecientific research academies which, by the nature of their work, adopt the policy 
of long-range planning. Not all that is issued by theese councils and academies 
finds ite way to implementation. However, some of what they put forth is taken 
into consideration in the state's national plan. Therefore, their jurisdiction is 
clear and definite. It seems that the question raised everywhere at present is: 

Ie the Advisory Commission o duplication of what is already in existence? The fact 
is that it ie not The Advisory Commission's tae: is clear and definite. In accord- 
ance with the presidential decree establishing it, this commission benefits from 
and boleters the existing councils and organizations. The Advisory Commission also 








sume up the opiniones in a manner compatible with ite view and presents them to 

the president in the form of a very brief atudy., Moreover, the Advisory Commission 
aleo proposes alternative solutions, All this ie undoubtedly reflected in the 
decision made by the head of the state because he will find at his disposal a 
number of alternatives from which to choose the one he wishes, considering that he 
ie the decision maker in accordance with the conetitution. This, briefly, is the 
Advisory Commission's task on which the decision was made after long studies which 
have continued quietly and without any propaganda from last summer and until to- 
day. Perhape this interview of mine ie the firet interview on the issue. 


How Do They Discus» Probleme? 


there is an important point that I would like to underline, adde Engineer Sayyid 
Mari'i, namely that the nature of discussion or study within the Advisory Commie-~ 
sion is different from that in any other organization. We do not discuss general 
policies and we do not interfere in planning but study a certain subject on which 
there has already been agreement within a general framework. For example, the 
apecialized national councils study the issue of agricultural development, agri- 
cultural production and their allocations in Egypt. We do not study agricultural 
policy or agricultural production. But we do make use of these studies [by the 
specialized councils) and then pick up a specific issue to be discussed by the 
advisors, such as sugar for example. Until recently, Egypt wae a sugar-export ing 
country. But the situation is different now and we import sugar from abroad at 
present. We started by importing 200,000 tons and then 225,000 tons which kept 

on rising until our annual sugar imports have risen to nearly 400,000 tons costing 
500 million dollare. This means that we pay one-half the revenues we get from the 
Suez Canal to impert sugar from abroad. Should this situation continue, we will 
find ourselves importing one million tons [annually] whereas we are an agricultural 
country fundamentally. This is why we, as an advisory commission will discuss this 
issue as an independent issue. We will look into the causes that have turned us 
into importers whereas we used to be exporters. Is the acreage cultivated with 
sugarcane inadequote? Has productivity dropped? Should we proceed with the produc- 
tion of sugarcane alone or should we try to cultivate beets for the production of 
sugar? 


This makes evident the essential difference between the nature of the Advisory 
Commission's work and the work of the other existing organizations. We, as I have 
already pointed out, study a specific issue and we do not interfere in the general 
framework because the activities pertaining to this general fram.work are under- 
taken by the existing committees, councils and academies. 


According to Issue's Importance 


Regarding the nature of the issues discussed and studied by the Advisory Commission, 
Engineer Sayyid Mar'i has said: What governs the nature of the iseves discussed 

is primarily the urgent need for such issues, regardless of the sphere of the issue 
discussed. The issue may pertain to food security in one case and to foreign policy 
in another. tt must be stressed however that when we discuss an issue, this issue 
is within = general framework and our task is to focus on a particular part of tly 
issue because general policies are not within our jurisdiction. 
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[Queation] It is understood from this that the Advisory Commission may discuss 
foreign policy issues? 


[Anewer] Certainly, The presidential decree issued calla for the Advisory 
Commission's work to cover domestic, foreign and economic problems, 


Regarding the issues that will be discussed, Engineer Sayyid Mar'i has said that the 
commission will exprese its opinion on whatever issues are referred to it by the 
head of the state, The commission may aleo submit to the head of the state ite 
opinion on any issue that it thinks is of special importance to all the people or 
that is connected with production, Both poesibilities are present, Moreover, the 
commission will study the actually existing issues, in addition to studying other 
iesues that it thinks may arise in the near future. Therefore, it is useful to 
make careful calculations for such issues before they develop. Here, the effective- 
ness [of the discussione] may be greater and more fruitful, 


Advisory Council 


Regarding the proposed structure of the Advisory Commission, Engineer Sayyid Mar'i 
has said: In view of the nature of the national task entrusted to the Advisory 
Commission, we have begun by considering the formation of an advisory council in 
order to broaden the base of participation. This council's membership will range 
from 50-60 members apecialized in the various spheres. The members of this council 
will hold the title of counselor. This council will be divided in turn into 
apecialized committees--an agricultural development committee, an industrial 
development committee and an environment and human probleme committee. The task of 
these committees will be to discuss the issues referred to them for study. Some 
ministers will take part in these committees so that there may be coordination be- 
tween the executive authority and the Advisory Commission. When any issue is 
studied, there will be discussion channels that may involve 100 specialists. This 
is intended for the purpose of expanded participation and for guaranteeing certain 
capabilities to be involved in the study and discussion. These channels [sic] 

will be formed for a specific period and will then dissolve as soon as the discus- 
sion is completed. While in the process of discussing a certain issue, we may also 
call for a conference or a symposium so that we may hear various opinions and 

my reach the soundest opinion. When the committees complete discussing an issue, 
thie issue is referred to the Advisory Commission which in turn presents it to the 
head of the state, coupled with a specific opinion covering a number of alternatives 
in order to make it easier to take the proper decision. Engineer Sayyid Mar'i has 
added: As for the consultants, their number will be limited and will not exceed 

17 altogether. They will be selected according to the needs which will be revealed 
to us through action and experience, regardless of whether they are members of the 
Advisory Commission or not. Some of these consultants will serve full time and 
others will not. In addition to the advisory position which will be renewed every 
2 years, thev will hold a temporary position. I would like to underline a fact 
here, namely that the Advisory Commission member is a volunteer who collects no 
fixed salary. The members are men who have served Egypt for a long time and have 
gained expertise and experience and their sole goal is to serve the country. They 
will realize this through the commission. 
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\Question| Does the Advisory Commission require an addition to or an amendment 
in the conetitution to exereiae ite jurtediction’? 


[Anewer| No, The comission is an organisation with no executive powers whatso- 
ever. Therefore, it requires no constitutional amendment and no law because the 
decree teaued atates that ite direct connection is with the president of the 
republic, Hie excellency has the power of decision making and if an issue requires 
a decree or a law to be implemented, then hie excellency will ieeue it. Thies or- 
ganization is considered a technical body that assists the president of the repub- 
lic in examining and studying the various issues presented to the president, 


[Question] Ise the idea of the Advisory Commission inepired externally and ie it 
an idea copied from the U.S. or the German system?’ 


[Anewer] In accordance with the presidential decree establishing it, the Advisory 
Commission differs fundamentally with the American thinking. We have taken this 
into consideration in the details of the decree establishing the commission. We 
have studied the American experience and familiarized ourselves with it and | can 
say that we have extracted from the previous experiences what suite us. Conse- 
quently, the idea of the Advisory Commission, with its structure and with the tasks 
entrusted to it, is a completely Egyptian idea, though it has benefited from pre- 
vious experience in order to attain the ideal fore. 


Sugar, Then Public Sector 


[Question] What are the issues which will be given the priority in examination 
and study? 


[Anewer] There are a number of major issues which will be studied in an urgent 
manner in an attempt to reach speedy and positive solutions for them. The first 
issue, and | have already referred to it at the outset of the interview, is the 
issue concerning the Egyptian sugar production, especially since the sum we will 

be paying annually for the importation of sugar is fearful. The second issue is 
one that is of special importance to all of us. It is connected with the various 
problems of the masses, such as housing, health, communications, supply and similar 
problems. The third issue which we will study on a priority basis is one that is 
no less important than the previous two issues because it is connected with the 
industry sector, especially with the development of the public sector. Why cannot 
we tind the needed capability in the public sector and what is the solution’? it is 
my belief that the public sector is an important and fundamental part of the state 
COOTIOMY , 


One of the other issues which will be given priority is the issue of al-Qattarah 
depression. Here, we can take the results of the studies conducted by the Ministry 
of Electricity anc discuss them with the specialists. Our need for electric power 
is well known now, as made evident by the number of electrical power plants that 

ire being built in the country at present. As an advisory commission, we will study 
#hether it is better and leas expensive to electrify the thermal plants [sic] or 

to produce electricity from al-OQattarah depression. We will also discuss whether 

it is better to construct thermal plants throughout Egypt so that we may have a 
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single electricicy network or to build aleQattarah depression project, All these 
questions require 4 specialized person, namely the consultant, As an agronomiat, 

I would like to assert that the big lake which will be built in al-Qattarah de- 
pression will not affect the water level in the delta or the salinity of the lands 
already reclaimed in the area, All these issues must be studied and clarified, 
Thies is why al-Qattarah depression is one of the first issues proposed for dis- 
cussion, | am glad that in my meeting with the minister of electricity yesterday 
we discussed some aspects of the issue in order to anewer the questions raised, 

In fact, the minister did clarify many of the aspects connected with these ques- 
tions, 


Executive Authority 


Regarding the nature of the relationship between the Advisory Commission and the 
state's executive authority, Engineer Sayyid Mar'i said: 


We are a body assisting the head of the state and we have nothing to do with the 
executive authority. However, thie doesn't mean that no relationship existe. 

When we study an issue connected with the industry sector, for example, we will 
ask for the opinion of the minister concerned to be supplied to us while we are 
discussing the tesue. However, the outcome of the discussion will be presented 
to the head of the state and we are not empowered to declare this outcome unless 
the president of the republic asks use to do so. Consequently, our relationship 
[with the executive authority] is the relationship of a body assisting the head of 
the state After we present our opinion to the head of the state, he has the 
power to refer it to the party's various committees or to whomever he deems neces- 
sary for popular discussion so that the benefit may be generalized. Thus, the 
Advisory Commission is linked with the broad popular base which has the interest 
in any decision taken to serve the citizen's and the homeland's interest.

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"VAST OPERATIONS’ SAID TO BE BREWING IN KHORASAN

[Text] Armed operation on mountains, causing conflict and 
tension, fueling malcontentment, and propaganda against the 
leader of the revolution and revolutionary institutions are 
being organized on an unprecedented and growing scale by the 
united anti-revolutionary front across the vast Khorasan 
Province. 


The Liberals and American Maoists are engaged in extensive 
activity in the Sunni-inhabited parts of Khorasan to implement 
the “Ta'if" Plan which aime at pitting the Sunnis against the 
Shiites. 





Monopolism and wrong attitudes of some responsible authorities 
and of religious leaders provide the needed ground for the 
antirevolutionaries. 


The antirevolutionaries have organized a far-reaching conspiracy in the expansive 
Khorasan Province as in the other parte of the country and are expanding it on 
an unprecedented scale and velocity. 


The big capitalists, big landlords, feudal chieftains (Khans), SAVAK agents, 
American Maoists and the Liberals have been acting in a concerted front to 
implement the plans of the antirevolutionaries in Iran's largest province in 
various forms and under various guises. 


The armed operations of the feudal chieftains, fugitive officials of the former 
regime in the northern parts of the Province, creation of conflicts and tension, 
exacerbating malcontentment, disseminating propaganda against the leader of the 
revolution and the revolutionary institutions and the pro-revolution forces 
herald traitorious schemes for bringing Khorasan to the point of explosion. 


One of the most dangerous parts of che plans of the antirevolutionaries is the 
extremely extensive efforte for effecting a “Ta'if Conference” conspiracy which 
aime at putting our Sunni and Shiite compatriots against one another. The focal 
point of the implementation of this plan is the Si oni-inhabited areas of 
Khorasan, namely Tavebad, Torbat-e Jam, Khaf, Oa'‘enat and the other Eastern 





and Southeastern areas of the province, In these areas the Liberals and the 
American Maotate have gone into action in full force so that they may make 

the Ta'if Plan effectual by exploiting the tribal and Sunni tendencies and cause 
clashes between the Sunni and the Shitte compatriota, 


The factual ground of the antirevolutionary activity has been fertilized rather 
than sterilized by the convergence of a number of factors: the list of the SAVAK 
agents in the Province has not been made public; the political military network 
of the antirevolutionaries, particularly the part constituted by the feudal lords 
and chieftains, has not been smashed; paragraph "J" of the Land Reform Law and 
ite relevant provisions have not been enforced; the hands of the big capitalists 
have not been unclasped from the production and distribution of products on the 
one hand and the ineffectiveness of some of the responsible officials has 
persisted, on the other. 


A glimpse at the recent events in the various cities of this province reveals 
the extent of the conspiracy of the antirevolutionaries: 


Tayebad 


This border town is frequented by smugglers, arms runners, and drug pushers who 
operate under the cover of Afghan "Mojahedin.” According to reliable information 
received, the fugitive SAVAK agents and feudals of the region who have been 
emboldened by the postponement of the enforcement of paragraph "J," are in 
regular touch with the mercenary Afghan gangs and prepare for conspiracy against 
the Islamic Republic of Iran: 





Although the Shiite and the Sunni clerics in Tayebad have denounced the 
conspiracy of the Ta'if Conference in their joint statements, worrisome movements 
have been seen recently. For example, one of the Sunni clerics who has 
unfortunately been deceived by the “Ta'if Conference” conspirators brings up 
issues which are bound to divide the Sunnis and the Shiites. He bandies the 
slogan: "O People! Why are you asleep? Your sanctities are sacrileged. 

Wake up!" 


The anitrevolutionaries, Liberals, and American Maoists electrify this atmosphere 
and even link it with Sheykh Ezzeddin Hosseyni's Kordestan. Alongside with 

these activities, similar activities are going on in Tayebad schools. Some 
monopolism and inappropriate attitudes make the grounds more propitious for the 
activities of the antirevolutionaries who aim at causing clashes and tension in 
school and at dragging in the vigilantes followed by extensive antirevolutionary 
propaganda against this revolutionary institution and by pitting of the people 
against it. Unfortunately the supporters of the Mojahedin-e Khalq whose place 

is by the side of the people have fallen into the snare of the 
antirevolutionaries, the Liberals and the American Maoists. 


Khaf 


This region is inhabited largely by Sunni nationals. The antirevolutionaries 
stepped up their activities since the earlier part of Bahman 1359 [21 Jan - 19 Feb 
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L981). The American Maoieate of "Peykar" organization come out at nights like 
bats and write antirevolutionary slogans on the walle, On the night of 14 Bahman 
1359 [3 Feb 1981), when the people had staged a march on the occasion of the 
martyrdom of two members of the Kahf's Reconstruction Campaign Organization 
killed in harness in the desert hamlets, a number of such antirevolutionary 
elements along with a number of incided people tried to shunt the demonstrations 
and to proclaim antirevolutionary slogans, They tried to make a4 tense 
atmosphere and to set up 4 clash. Their scheme fortunately fizzled out thanks 

to the alertness of the people. 


In Roshtkhar, near Khaf, aleo, the antirevolutionaries, particularly the American 
Maoists of Peykar Organization, have resorted to the treacherous acts for 
winning over the youths, particularly the pupils, and to incite their religious 
feelings. The injudicious actions of the authorities, too, have unfortunately 
provided the antirevolutionaries with their required excuses. If the revolution 
does not move fast, the region will be pregnant with rather explosive incidents 
in the near future. 


Shirvan 


In this town, the remnants of the oppressive executive authorities of the previous 
regime, the fugitive officers of the cursed Shah's army, women and former club- 
wielders, are highly active. The prominent example of the armed 
antirevolutionaries is the Nasrollah Bahadaran's gang which is active in the 
mountains of Shirvan, Quchan and Bojnurd. In addition, some groups named "Asb 
Tazan," "“Savaran Jangal” and “Sarbedaran" are undergoing militia and sabotage 
training in the mountains. These antirevolutionaries killed some militant 
peasants early in the summer and attacked Shirvan at night on 17 Shahrivar [8 
September] causing the deaths of two persons and a fire in the town. These 

very antirevolutionary gangs are now distributing tracts calling for the overthrow 
of the Islamic Republic under sham leftist guises and using the Bakhtiar-style 
“social democracy" air. They (falsely) speak of a “classless workers society"! 


Quchan 


in this city, also, the antirevolutionaries have stepped up their activities and 
are using every possible way and means. One of the basic objectives of the 
antirevolutionaries is to create tension and clashes in the town and cause 
schools to close down. Unfortunately, the pupils who support the Mojahedin-e 
Khalq are often taken in. There are numerous clashes in schools and the 
narrow-minded approach of some of the officials give the antirevolutionaries the 
right excuse. These have made Quchan vulnerable. Recently, suspect efforts are 
being made for attracting the Kurds of Kermanaj and for inciting their ethnic 
feelings. The publications of the small pro-American Komleh group are being 
regularly distributed among the Kermanaj Kurds. They aim at creating what they 
call “another Kordestan" in this area. 
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Darcpas 


In this northern town of Khorasan, aleo, the antirevolutionaries are vehemently 
active, The antirevoluttonaries in this town are mainly active under the cover 
of “Lran Party" (the party of Abolfag] Qasemi, the SAVAK agent and successor of 
Shapur Bakhtiar, who is now in prison on charges of participating in the coup 
d'etat of l8th Tir [9 July}]). They aim at dividing the people, This dubious 
party has recently stepped up ite activity and has engaged in preparaing 
petitions for the release of Abolfazl Qasemi. It is to be expected that at 

the time of holding elections in this town to replace Abolfazl Qasemi in the 
Majles, tension and fighting might erupt. The alertness and decisiveness 

of the city officials can foil this conspiracy. 


Kakkak (Gonabad) 


On 14 Bahman [3 January 1981] a sad incident took place in Kakhak which resulted 
in the deaths and injury of some people. Gonabad and Kakhak have been tense 
ever since, inviting bigger tragedies to happen. 


Now the small group of American Maoist "Peykar" antirevolutionaries and Liberals 
are doing their best to capitalize on this incident and to weaken the 
revolutionary institutions, particularly the Revolutionary Guards, some of whom 
unfortunately find themselves pitted against the people. 


Neyshabur 


The great city of Neyshabur has for long been beset by daily tensions and clashes. 
If the situation persists in this form, unpleasant incidents are to be expected 
in the near future. Unfortunately, the monopolistic attitude, narrowmindedness, 
inefficiency of the officials, resorting to lashing and imprisonment and exiling 
of the young people of the city by some clerics and responsible city officials 
with the aim of solving these problems have given favorable grounds to the 
antirevolutionaries for instigation and for causing incidents. 


Deepening the Revolution and Application of Revolutionary Methods Would Foil 
Conspiracies 


The sum total of the said incidents which are, unfortunately, constantly on the 
increase, indicate the extent and depth of the activities of the anti- 
revolutionaries in the vast Khorasan Province. The antirevolutionaries use all 
kinds of tricks to dishearten and distance from the revolution the majority of 
toilers in cities and villages who are supportive of the revolution despite all 
the problems they face. By drawing on the experience of Imperialism in bloodying 
revolutions, the ontirevolutionaries have concentrated their efforts on 
separating the principal force of the revolution, namely the masses, from the 
leadership of the revolution. They are constantly intensifying their efforts. 


The primary methods for challenging the conspiracies of the antirevolutionaries 
is to deepen the revolution in the interest of the toilers of cities and 
villages. With the implementation of paragraph "J" of the Land Reform Law, the 
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casual baste of the problem in the Sunni-inhabited areas of this province, would 
be removed, Transfering the lands to the cural toilers of Khorasan who Live in 
medieval conditions would enlist the support of thie great force in favor of 

the revolution and in ite continuation while it will thwart the conspiracies of 
the antirevolutionaries. Nationalization of foreign trade, eradication of high 
prices which can be effected only by fighting against the big capitalists, and 
such=lLike revolutionary measures, can make the urban masses more confident in 

the revolution than ever and nulify the ground of the conspiracies of the 
antirevolutionaries in cities, Alongside the deepening of the revolution, 

the application of revolutionary methods, wise, calm and composed attitude 

toward the masses would be of vital importance. The recent incidents in Khorasan 
have shown that minor problems can snowball into catastrophes and put wind in 

the sail of the antirevolutionaries. The incidents of 14 Bahman 1359 [3 February 
1981) in Kakhak can be cited as an example. 





The authorities had long before decided to sink a well near Gonabad to supply 
water to the town. This would have been a revolutionary act in the interest 
of the people. But the people of Kakhak who are surrounded by the desert and 
are faced with water scarcity became worried that the sinking of the well near 
Gonabad might dry up or reduce the water of the Qanats [subterranean water} 

of Kakhak and would thus deal a serious blow to farming there. So, they 
protested the sinking of the well. The antirevolutionaries, particularly 

the "Peykar" American Maoists, who had long before that started their activity 
for making trouble in the town, began to spread rumours on the basis of this 
factual background and to incite the people. On the other hand, some of the 
clerics and town officials, too, met the people's protests in an improper and 
unrevolutionary manner. They tried to resort to monopolistic methods and to 
solve the problem one-sidedly. As a result, the town exploded and some people 
were killed or injured, whereas the responsible authorities could have solved 
the problem in the best possible manner by explaining the issue to the toilers 
of Kakhak, by consulting with the people and by using the force of the people. 
Not only could they have stopped the antirevolutionaries from exploiting the 
situation but they could also have used the issue which was really in the 
interest of the people in the cause of the revolution. 


The Likes of such clashes have been frequently seen in Neyshabur, too, where 
some of the clerics tried to solve the problems one-sidedly, thus giving the 
antirevolutionartes the opportunity to make the most out of the monopolistic 
actions of the clergy. 


On the basis of the said reports, The Tudeh Party gives a serious warning 
regarding the activity of the antirevolutionaries in Kakhak and asks the 
responsible authorities to solve the problem of this Province as soon as 
possible and to turego the factual basis of the activities of the 
antirevolutionaries by deepening the revolution. Any delay in this important 
task would be to the benefit of the antirevolutionary forces.

[Text] KAYHAN, April 6=<The Managing Director of the Melli (National) Shoes 
Factories declared in an interview today: "This complex has recently been 
facing with liquidity and raw materials difficulties. With the loan ad- 
vanced by the government, a contract for purchase of raw materials has now 
been signed, After the materials have been imported, the working hours will 
be increased from one to three shifts, resulting in an increased production 
and employment of more workers." 


The Managing Director went on to say, "When the new Board of Directors took 
over in January 1981, the complex owed a lot of money, 657 of which was due 
to the pre-revolution and 35% to post-revolution, Banks treat this unit 

as 4 private corporation, which means that, in return of their loans, they 
ask 47 interest and 8% guaranteed profit. The sum of 12% amounts to 

10 million rials per day. We have asked the government to consider the loans 
advanced to us as indus’ rial loans, in which case, 2% fee and 2% guaranteed 
profit would be applicable." 


He further stated that not all the required raw materials could be produced 
at home, and some had to be imported. The disputes between the complex 
and the customs oifice had been cleared up, resulting in speedier delivery. 


As regards the shifting system, the Managing Director explained: "The 
complex consists of three principal units; 


1. leather manufacturing factory. Here, there will be three shifts after 
Now Ruz holidays. If successful, we can stop purchasing leather from abroad, 
and can even export some quantity. 


2. Rubber factory, where there will be no two-shift system. 


3. Cranule factory (sole). In this case, working hours will be raised from 
one to three shifts after the delivery of the purchased materials."

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U.S. INSLSTENCE ON MILITARY PRESENCE IN MIDEAST CRITICIZED

[Text] The new American Administration insists on viewing the presence of its 
military troops in the Arabian Gulf region as very necessary. Ase it is already 
known, and for more than a year, the United States has been establishing 
military bases in Leypt and Somalia under the pretext of military indulgence. 
As a matter of fact, these bases and barracks infringe upon the freedom and 
independence of these countries no matter how much the existing systems try to 
justify their positions saying they are only being circumspect on cooperating 
with democratic countries in the face of a communist invasion on the area. 


Again, the United States has reinforced its call for the need of military 
presence in our countries and in our Arab waters. It has requested that 

Western European countries cooperate in forming a joint force to be on the 

alert at all times regardless of circumstances to protect this part of the world 
from a possible Soviet invasion. 


Evidently, this invitation was not met with enthusiasm nor has it received any 
response from Western European countries. France declined any such participation 
in the suggestion made by the United States. 


Western Germany has decreased its military expenditures by 3 percent, and at 

the same time, it is trying to convince the United States to reverse its invitation 
and to leave the matter of guaranteeing stability and security in the Arabian 

Gulf region to the Gulf countries themselves, especially now that 6 countries, 
headed by Saudi Arabia, have agreed to work together in the fields of politics, 
security and economics in order to protect the peoples of the region and their 
territories from acts of aggression; and that these people are able to protect 
themselves and do not wish any foreign presence in their lands or nearby which 
would put them within the struggle of the big powers. 


Despite oil of this, the American Secretary of Defense announced yesterday that 
American military presence is important to avert the Soviet Union's interference ix 
this part of the world, and that [American military] presence must be widespread, 
and that the absence of such troops from the Gulf region, or as it is more commonly 
known Southwest Asia, would be a mere invitation to the Soveit Union to seize the 
rich oilfields of the region. 
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We believe that reasons for the American persistence on the presence of ite naval, 
airforce and army troope may be twofold: 


Piret: Colonising the Arabian Gulf region ae well as the Arab Middle Bast in 
the name of protecting ¢ from foreign inavaston, 


Second: Drawing the attention of Arab countries away from the Palestinian issue 
which, a8 @ matter of fact, ie the underlying cause of instability in the 

Middle East, and to delude these countries into believing that communiet danger 

is worse than world gioniem; aleo, that the Arab-leraeli conflict could be solved 
through negotiations, exercising self-control and patience. tow could the people 
of Palestine bear ail of thie along with a fictitious communist danger threatening 
their lives, and how could there then be 4 worse danger and more unsightly 
injuetice than their suffering under sionian! 


With all confidence, we wish to point out to the United States that, if it 

has all the real desires to preserve security and stability in the Middle East; 
that ite [Middle East) peoples cooperate with the rest of the world for the sake 
of mankind, progress and well being, then it [the United States) has to recognize 
the truths and facts represented in the right of the Palestinian people to 
self-determination and to establishing its country on ite own land, and for an 
Iaraeli withdrawal from occupied Arab lands. 


Other than that, the dependence of America on military force and on Israel in 
preserving peace and security in the Middle East is fictitious and nonsense. 
Failure and instability are the outcome of such reliance no matter how long 
such troops remain in the region, but only until Arabs can regain their rights 
in Palestine and elsewhere.

[Excerpts] Beirut--After the fighting and bombardments, which markedly dropped 
in intensity during the weekend, the Lebanese are now concentrating their 
attention on the diplomatic moves being made, especially by France, which 

are likely to start to internationalize the crisis which has been shaking 

their country for exactly 6 years. 


People in Beirut fear that the current outbreak of violence could lead to 
a status quo worse than the previous one, Two factors, however, are main- 
taining hope (or illusions) among a section of Lebanese opinion: Mr Haig's 
statement that his country "clearly sees a role for the United Nations" in 
the Lebanese crisis, and the French initiative which followed the talks 
between President Giscard d'Estaing and the U.S. secretary of state and 
which consists in convening a meeting between the French ambassadors in 
Beirut, Damascus, Jiddah, Dublin and Moscow. 


Of course, people here see evidence of election motives in the decision to 
recall all these diplomats to the Quai d'Orsay one Sunday evening in this 
spectacular way. But the French approach is nonetheless regarded as serious, 
and people are taxing note of the intention to involve Moscow and the EEC, 
treland being the current chairman of the EC Council. In addition it is 
being pointed out that the communist deputies did not vote against the 
motion on Lebanon adopted by the European Parliament.

Raymond Iddih, 
leader of the moderate Christ‘ans, who has been living in voluntary exile 

in France for more than 5 years, told us that only such a proposal is likely 
to end the Lebanese crisis. 





The Lebanese deputy suggested that this international force should be an 
“Arab-European" force so that nobody could talk of a "crusade mounted to 

save the Christians." In addition he stressed the special role which France-- 
"which has excellent relations with the Lebanese Muslims and the Arab world 

in general"--would be called upon to play in this. 


Equal Intransigence 


Mr Iddih, who was president Sarkis' opponent in the May 1976 presidential 
election, does not wish to criticize Sarkis. However, he admitted that he 
does not understand why the head of state, who is also titular head of the 
Arab peace-keeping force, does not officially request the departure of 

the Syrian troops, or at least, their withdrawal from some positions in 

Beirut and Zahlah. In an attempt to explain this attitude he told us: 
"Unfortunately, he is in a relatively similar position to Marshal Petain under 
the German occupation."

to accuse them of connivance with the Jewish state? The Phalangists are 
also making a serious error of judgment by believing that the Israelis will 
come to their aid. In 1978 during the Al-Ashrafiyah bombardment they 

merely sent two aircraft to overfly Beirut and break windows, which greatly 
profited some dealers, but they refrained from intervening because they 

did not consider that the Christians were victims of ‘genocide,’ as 

Shimon Peres, then defense minister, said at the time, The truth is that the 
Israelis do not want to save the Christians but to divide Lebanon, part of 
which would serve as a surrogate homeland for the Palestinians while they 
would annex the territory south of the Al-Litani River, while offering Syria 
Al-Biqa', ‘Akkar and Tripoli in exchange for the Golan Heights which they 
are certainly not prepared to restore to their rightful owners. In these 
circumstances the Christians would have no other choice but to leave the 
country or remain locked in ‘Little Lebanon,' a Maronite ghetto which would 
have no chance of survival in a hostile environment."

|\Text] Beirut--Despite several isolated incidents, the most spectacular 

of which--a shell fired ‘nto the courtyard of the parliament building--forced 
some 20 deputies and several ministers to take cover, the Lebanese crisis 
seems to be moving toward negotiations. As early as Monday, 13 April, 

a spokesman for President Sarkis told us that "The only course likely to 

lead to civil peace eventually is agreement between the Phalangists and 
Damascus.'' He added that the head of state was prepared to act as inter- 
mediary to open the "vital Syrian-Phalangist dialogue." 


Our interlocutor explained that a general agreement was "rather unlikely" 
at present and that President Sarkis intended to take things in stages by 
first suggesting several practical measures likely to ease the political 
tension in Lebanon. In that connection he mentioned the possibility of 
stopping the press and radio campaigns being conducted by the protagonists 
in the Lebanese tragedy, a gradual return to normal and a pledge by 
Damascus to abandon once and for all "the policy of blind bombardment which 
only rallies the Christians round Bashir al-Jumayyil." 


The idea of dialoyue between Syria and the Christian militia is not new. 
It was first proposed by resident Sarkis during his recent meeting with 
Syrian head of state Al-Asad in Damascus. The latter did not reject the 
offer but clearly hoped only to negotiate from a position of strength. It 
is clear that at that time the Syrians were already rather worried by the 
strengthening of the Christian military network in the Zahlah region. 


Everybody here agrces that the Phalangist forces have suffered an undoubted 
military cefeat in Zahlah. The positions overlooking the city which they 
occupied have been reduced, and the famous mule path which they had been 


usiney as a “brid ce" to connect them with the other Christian regions since 
Ds ‘9380 Nas been severcd. They ns » caly control a short section 
htawra-La'albakk Road which runs :cund the southern outskirts of 
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the surrounded city. The Syrians have succeeded in breaking through into 
au enclosed area which in their view constituted a potential threat to a 
regiun=-Al-Biqa'--which ihey regard aa "vital" for their security, 





In addition, Damancun wos alfaid that the movement launched in Zahlah might 
spread to a whole cetice of Christian villages extending around 40 km from 
Zahlal to Jieezin, near Marj ‘'Vyun, where major Sa'd Haddad's troops, 
directly controlled by the Israelis, are camped, 


On Tuesday Karim bag. aduni, one of the Lebanese front leaders, condemned 
thie “dangerous and expansionist" concept of security which, he said, “is 
curiously reminiscent of Israeli logic, which drawe a distinction between 
the natural borders and the so-called security borders." The young 
Phalangiat leader who has in the past been given responsibility for several 
delicate Missions to the Syriana thinks, however, that negotiations with 
Damiecuse could atirt next week with the arrival in Beirut of ‘Abd al-Halim 
Nhaddam, chief of Svrian diplomacy, 


"These talke,” he toid us, “will be tough and difficult; our demands have 
not changed: we want the cease-fire to carry guarantees which will protect 
the Christian population from blind bombardment; we do not want people 

to shoot at us lite birds. As far as Zahlah is concerned we will propose 
that the Lebanese army be given responsibility for defending the city.” 


in any event the Syrians are certainly not anxious to enter Zahlah. After 
dismantling the fortified positions constructed on the slopes of Mount Sannin, 
which threatened the Shtawra-Ba'albakk Road so vital to the Arab peace- 
keepine torce, they finished surrounding Zahlah. They do not seem in any 
hurry and ore counting on the possibility of the Zahlah inhabitants’ losing 
patience to bring about the departure ot Bashir al-Jumayyil's militia. 


Bashir ai=-Jumayyvii docs net really have much choice after his defeat in 
Zahloi; the only option open to him is to negotiate with the Damascus leaders, 
probably in the hope of a new reversal of Syrian policy in his favor. By 
declaring his reac iness on Tuesday to open dialogue with the Svrians, “whom 
we respect and whom we ask to respect us,” he also buried the idea of an 
international peace force, which was in any case [word indistinct], He 
seemed particularily bitter toward Paris when he told us in the garden of 

the Holy Spirit University, run by the Al-Kaslik Maronite monks: ‘Anybody 
who wants to help us must take risks. Election considerations must not 

be taken into account in this mission.”

INFORMATION DIRECTOR DISCUSSES LIBYAN MEDIA, COOPERATION WITH SYRIA

Talks to AL=RA'Y AL-'AMM. Libyan Information Orientation is Pan-Arab and Unionist;

[Text] Dr Khalifah al-'Azbi, director of the Foreign Information Office of the 
Libyan Jamahiriyah, said that the Libyan media was directed toward pan-Arabiem and 
unionism, and that media coordination between Libya and Syria was a fait accompli, 
which came within the perspective of full unity between two nations active in the 
Steadfastness and Resistance Front. 


Dr al-'Azbi referred to the Jamahiriyah being exposed to a visious, concentrated 
and organized media attack, directed by the Egyptian regime, all of which is aimed 
at accusing Libya of terrorism. The world must understand that there is a funda- 
mental difference between terrorism and revolution, because the twisted inter- 
national logic sees the daily Zionist bombardment of Lebanese cities and villages, 
and Palestinian camps, as legitimate. We should keep in mind that true terrorism 
is terrifying people, massing aircraft and fleets, and threatening to starve out 
commun it ies. 


Dr al-‘Azbi stressed that right-wing, fascist elements within the Italian parlia- 
ment are the ones who are leading the distortion campaign against Libya. This is 
not in the best interests of the two peoples’ the Italian people bear responsibility 
for this. 


Regarding the crisis with France, Col al-Qadhafi emphasized the friendly relations 
between France and Libya. "We shall not accept conspiracies on our borders or a 
threat to our security. We also reject haggling over our rights.” 


Dr al-'Azbi called for coordination between the Arab media organizations, in view of 
the human, technical and material capabilities, which would qualify us, in the event 
of unity, to fight colonialism, imperialism, and reactionism, for the benefit of 

se Arab Community. 


“uties of the Foreign Information Office 


Dr al-'Azbi said: "The Foreign Information Office's mission is like the tasks of 
any foreign information office in any nation. Regarding ourselves in the Jamahiriyah, 





we direct the information office to confine itself to several basic matters. They 
include propaganda for the First of September revolution, from the political, 
ideological, economic and social aspects, because this revolution has intellectual, 
political and social precepts, which must be made clear, because frequently, they 
are misunderstood or deliberately distorted. Por our part, we are concerned with 
pucting matters into their natural perspective, with informing world and Arab public 
Opinion about our revolutionary achievements, and with emphasizing its human aspect, 
which has been, and still is, exposed to conspiracies and distortion every day. 
Furthermore, one of the office's basic missions is to present the justice of the 
Palestinian case, to concentrate on the fact that our Arab people in Palestine are 
embarked on a just war of liberation, and that it is their right to bear arme in 
defense of their land and sons. There are several programe allocated to the issues 
of the Palestinian revolution and people, and their legitimate rights. Since the 
inception of the First September revolution, the Jamahiriyah has placed its material, 
moral and military resources at the disposal of the Palestinian revolution. This is 
the most important of our media programs; we believe in the importance of the media 
role in serving thie case," 


Pan=-Arab and Unionist Information 


Dr al-‘Azbi talked about the premises and directions of the Foreign Information Of- 
fice in Light of the media attack to which the Jamahiriyah is exposed, and said: 
"When we decided that the Libyan Jamahiriyah, one of the states active in the Stead- 
fastness and Resistance Front, should add to its pan-Arab orientation, that placed 

a burden on the Libyan media in general, and the Foreign Information Office speci- 
fically. We are aware of all these burdens, and undertake them with firmness and 
boldness. They are burdens for which the price must be paid. We ourselves have 
become content with this position, because we now support all liberation causes, 

and all revolutionary liberation movements of all the world's peoples." 


The Media and Libyan-Syrian Unity 


Concerning the Jamahiriyah's media direction in the stage of Libyan-Syrian unit, 

Dr al-'Azbi emphasized that, for sometime past, the direction of Libyan media has 
been toward pan-Arabism. "We are unionists. Since the inception of the revolu- 
tion, we have known the impossibilities of achieving unity. Media coordination be- 
tween the Jamahirivah and Syria is a fait accompli, and is within the perspective 
of full unity. The important thing is that we demand that there be coordination 
among all the Arab media organizations, in order to confront the Zionist, imperial- 
ist challenge against the Arab Nation. We must realize that all Zionist and im- 
perialist media campaigns do not differentiate between a Libyan, an Egyptian, a 
Palestinian, Syrian or any other. On the contrary, they are directed against the 
Arab. They say Arabs, without making a distinction. Therefore, I can state that 
with all the means of Arab media, with its vast material, human and technical capa- 
bilities, we can fight, or rather thwart all the Zionist media campaigns. Our 
numbers, as an Arab community, are several times their number; our capabilities are 
greater than theirs. The difference is that we are divided, when they are joined in 
a definite goal, which is to counteract the Arabs and distort their reputation." 


Dr al-"Azbi went on to say: “The pan-Arab effort and direction is a basic element 
in the Libvan media. The Libyans do not have an issue that is isolated from the 
rest of their Arab brethern. However, Like any other country that has local and 





y» laliged direetions, we aleo have our domestic directions. In my belief, when- 
ver we take a comprehensive and unified look at matters, we cannot separate mat- 
cers pertaining to Libya from those affecting the Arab World, since what touches 
bya touches the Arab nations, and vice versa,"

al='Agbi emphasized that the Jamahiriyah is exposed to a coordinated, organized, 

veentrated, imperialist reactionary attack, almost all of which concentrates on 

’ iague, accusing Libya of terrorism. "We reject our being accused of that. th 

rid must understand, unless it is unwilling to, that there is a fundamental dif- 
erence between terroriem and revolution. Palestinian Liberation ia not terroriam: 
‘he Liberation of Namibia and Zimbabwe are also not terrorism. On the contrary, 
.rue terroriem is terrifying people by aircraft, fleets and maneuvers, and violat- 
‘ing the airspace of peaceful countries. In thie context, I refer to America daily 
violating our air epace and territorial waters, in addition to ite threats to 
etarve out the people. This is true terrorism." 


Dr al-'Aghi continued: "Col al-Qadhafi has made that clear more than once. He has 
denied that Libya is a staging area for terroriem. A short while ago, Major ‘Abd 
al-Salam Jallud, in an interview with the Italian newspaper, LA SICILIA, challenged 
the Italian security apparatus to produce any material evidence linking the Jamahiri- 
yah with events in Italy. Despite that, the Italian press continues to accuse us of 
terrorism, under that twisted and reckless international logic." 


Dr al-'Azbi was asked about the Zionist aircraft daily bombardments of Lebanese 
cities and villages and Palestinian camps, and about events in £1 Salvador. 


"All of that, in their opinion, is legitimate, and not terrorism. The same was 

true when the Germans occupied French territory. The French fighters were called 

the French Resistance, and were not accused of being French terrorists. Now they 
call the Palestinians terrorists, when the matter is similar. There is no difference 
regarding the occupation of France or Palestine." Dr al-'Azbi referred to the fact 
that Sadat's regime is directing this vicious media campaign against the Jamahiriyah. 
As evidence of that, some anti-Jamahiriyah news items were proved to be merely 
rumours emanating from Egypt. They were circulated internationally, where the im- 
pertialist nations spat out their poison against the Jamahiriyah. A hostile article 
igainet the Jamahiriyah, whose source was the Sadatist media, was recently published 
in the American WASHINGTON POST and NEWSWEEK, the English NOW, the French L'EXPRESS, 
ind the Eyyptian magazine AKHIR SA'AH. 


Libvan Crisis With [Italy and France 


Dr al-‘Azbi referred to the fact that the Italo-Libyan crisis was fabricated, on the 
initiative of right-wing, fascist elements in the Italian parliament, “because they 
believe that they should take vengeance on the Libyans, as a result of the expulsion 
the [talian colonialists from Libvan soil.

AL-QADHDHAFI EXPLAINS POLICIES TO ITALIAN PAPER 
Rome IL TEMPO in Italian 1 Apr 81 p 22 


[Interview with Al-Qadhdhafi by Livio Colasanti, special correspondent of IL TEMPO: 
"Al-Oadhdhaf ft: I Am a Revolutionary") 


[Text] The Tripoli leader in a frank interview with a group of Italian journalists: 
The visit to Rome "is not definite yet." 


With respect to war damages, the same as was proposed recently with respect to 
Ltaly: 


"The most important thing is the recognition of the full right of Libya to indem- 
nities"; but this matter represents an obstacle to good relations between the two 
countries. 


On the thorny question of Chad: "We have no expansionist aims." "We do not support 
any separatist movement." "But we will give aid to Latin American revolutionaries." 


Regarding the hunt for refugee dissidents in Europe: "Did Italian public opinion 
perhaps show concern over the slaughter of a million Libyans during the occupation 
period?" 


Bengasi,3l March--'\ot only the date, but the visit, itself, to Italy is not yet 
“definite.” As for the war damages that were once again demanded last Saturday in 
Tobruk of Germany, |ltaly, and Great Britain, Libya perhaps might even be satisfied 
with a decluration of principle. A resolute rejection of nuclear weapons and no 
Libyan support of "separatist" movements, such as the IRA and the ETA | Basque 
Fatherland and Liberty Group]. These are the important points of the long interview 
with brother Qadhdhafi (who does not want to be called either president or colonel) 
that he granted to a limited group of Italian journalists, invited to Libya within 
the framework of what the Libyans have characterized as a “friendly exchange" or a 
“goodwill exchange" with our country. 


The meeting took place in a barracks in the center of Bengasi. It was already hot; 
the air lay heavy with the presage of the “simun," which in fact was to blow in a 
few hours. As always, the location of the meeting was made known only at the last 
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moment and as always security was tight, implacable. We were in a prefabricated 
atructure, It could have been the small waiting room of a secondary air station, 
with reddish armchairs along the walle and a desk behind which towered a wooden 
shield depicting an eagle, the emblem of the Libyan "Jamahirivah."” But brother 
Qadhdhafi, almost as if to emphasize hie lack of connection with power ("I am not 
a politician, but a revolutionary,” he said), did not take a seat. He answered 
questions while standing. He entered with his usual light tread, put on a beige 
“bush-facket," and looked even vouneer and more vigorous than when he was wearing 
a khaki uniform in Tobruk as he addressed a crowd of soldiers, The first remark 
was almost humorous: "Do you just want to say hello to me, or do you also want to 
ask something of me?" No answer was expected. 


The opening remark obviously concerned Chad. At the assembly in Tobruk, called to 
celebrate the expulsion of the British from that base in 1971, Qadhdhafi was quite 
explicit. "We do not have expansionist aims," he had said. But the Chad delega- 
tion had immediately shouted, "We are one people, not two peoples.” But now he 
avoided any binding declaration. He preferred to justify the intervention. "Chad's 
infection,” he said, "threatened to contaminate all of the surrounding African 
countries. We helped the lawful government of Chad to avoid this danger, and we 
thus avoided the return of colonialism, in one form or another. But it must be 
clear that any threat to the peace of Central Africa will have to be imputed to 

the Sudan and Egypt.” 


On the eventuality that Libya might aspire to nuclear weapons, there was a flat 
answer: "We are against any nuclear program, anywhere in the world. We consider 
the manufacture of nuclear weapons to be a crime and we also hope that existing 
weapons will be destroyed. We would like nuclear programs to be converted into 
peaceful programs. Above all, we would hope that there would be no terrorism 
against the small countries that aspire to use this energy for peaceful purposes." 


In Tobruk, too, where many members of the diplomatic corps were present, Qadhdhafi 
had spoken long anc resolutely on war damages. But how is the demand to be under- 
stood? Might Libya, which after all does not have financial problems, be satisfied 
with just a declaration of principle’? The answer, even if circumspect, did not 
atall exclude this hypothesis. "The most important thing is the acknowledgment of 
Libya's full right to the indemnities. As for the material aspects of the question, 
1 believe that there can be negotiation and consideration." Nevertheless, the 
topic immediately came up again when he was asked for an evaluation of relations 
with Italy: "At present these relations are good and for our part we want to keep 
them that way. But the matter of compensation for war damages represents an 
obstacle." 


An undoubtedly new element emerged when we asked brother Qadhdhafi if Libya's 
support of all revolutionary movements, such as those of the IRA or the independent 
Basques, would not end by becoming an objective support of international terrorism. 
The reply was sharp: "We do not support any separatist movement." But immediately 
afterward there was a statement of Libya's revolutionary choice when it was con- 
firmed that Libya would furnish aid to the revolutionary movements of Latin-America. 
Furthermore, at the assembly in Tobruk, Sandinist Colonel Thomas had spoken at 

















length and had explicitly expressed Nicaragua's appreciation to the Libyan people 
for the aid provided to the revolutionary movement. 


What will you do when you retire from political life? “I am not involved in any 
political activities, I am a revolutionary. In our country, the people, through 
the people's committees, are the ones who are in charge of political matters." 
When you come to Italy, will you visit the Fiat company? And when you go to 
Moscow, will you talk with Breahnev about the Afghan matter? The answers were 
partially evasive, partially completely lacking. At the word, Fiat, brother 
Qadhdhafi only smiled. Of the visit to Italy, he said that it was not yet 
“definite.” Of the visit to Russia, he said nothing at al) 


Very severe, even resentful, was the reply to the question a leading leftist 
journalist who asked him what he thought of the killing of  -:byan citizens in 
Italy. Oadhdhafi answered with a question: "Did Italian public opinion perhaps 
show concern over the slaughter of a million Libyans during the occupation period 
and is it worried now about the mass killing of the Palestinian and Lebanese 
people?" The answer was that we were concerned. "But how long must the European 
left have to pay for the errors of colonialism? We are concerned over the killing 
of Palestinians, but also over that of dissident Libyans." But not even this 
restatement of the matter by our leftist colleague lessened Qadhdhafi's outburst 
of temper. He coldly replied: "This happens because you have not understood the 
Situation. I mean that the right in Europe besieges the left through propaganda. 
If you had fully understood the reality of the various situations, you would surely 
have allied yourselves with us. However, we attach a great deal of importance to 
the European left." It is easy to see that there was no repudiation of the recent 
series of outrages against expatriated Libyan citizens. 


Then we came to the concluding remarks. To the journalist who asked Qadhdhafi why 

he, who declares himself to be the only true interpreter of Islamic orthodoxy, had 
prevented Libyan citizens from visiting Mecca, sacred to every Moslem, he explained: 
"It is not true. I simply condemned the American occupation of Mecca. This is 

what made the pilgrimage impossible, since Mecca is now under a political power. 

We do not have relations with Saudi Arabia. How could Libyan pilgrims go into the 
territory of a country with which we do not have relations? This is the error-- 
putting holy places under a political power. They must be internationalized."” 


Again there were questions on relations between Italy and Libya. "The factors that 
unite us are much more numerous than those that divide us. But one must also take 
into account the influence that has been exerted by Italian colonialism and also 

by the Americans--which is contrary to the interests of the Italian people." Again: 
"We want to mobilize the Italian people to rebel against the continuance of American 
bases on their territory. Because in this case it is the very destiny of the Italian 
people that is in danger. In any nuclear attack, Italy today will be a central tar- 
get. italy is now a shield for the United States, a shield that avoids possible 
attacks against America itself."

[Text] The traveller, arriving at Tripoli airport for the first time in 4 years, 
said to his friend, who had accompanied him from Paris: 


"IT thought we had made a mistake at the airport and taken the wrong plane. Were 

it not for the fact it said al-Jamahiriyah at the airport gate, I would have thought 
I had landed in an cher country. What has happened in this country in the past 4 
years?” 


The friend replied: 


"The Libyans, my friend, want to compress time. All those years in the past, they 
were prevented from building and developing the country, expanding the cities, and 
building roads. Now, they want to do it all in 1 year, or rather, some of them want 
to do it in a month." 


The first friend said: 


"But, one must think that the state has done nothing for the past 4 years except 
build houses and roads." 


The friend replied: 


"Don't forget that the state, first of all, wants to provide suitable housing for 
each citizen in the Jamahiriyah. Despite the fact that the citizen pays the state 
for what the house costs, through Long-term loans, that is secondary in the people's 
concerns here. First of all, they want a house in which to live. They will build 
these houses, while the covernment turns its attention to other matters concerned 
with prosperity and success. By way of example, before the revolution, Libya was a 
country with only two cities, Benghazi and Tripoli. Today, the Jamahiriyah has 
made great strides. Development has spread throughout, in unparalleled fashion. 
Cities, in which all the means of sustenance and luxury can be enjoyed, have multi- 
plied, and the surrounding suburbs have flourished. The remote villages have also 
expanded. The number of housing units that are being built, under the supervision 
of the Secretariat of the General People's Committee for Housing, is about 115,000 








unity, distributed throughout the cities and regions, in addition to 984 projects 
fur public servicer, such as health, education and youth. The total coat of these 
projects ts 3,100,000,090 Libyan dinars. 


Seven new, complet: cities have been built so far. They are: 


Ras Lanuf, with 2000 new housing unite; al-Sarir, 2000 units; al-Zantan al-Jadidah, 
1000 units; al-Bariqah, 2474 unite; al-Wast, 1000 units; al-Quwarshah, 1000 unita; 
and the city of al-iladid wa al-Sulb Bimasratihi, with 2000 housing units. There 

are eix new villages now being built in each of the following areas: al-Shuayrif, 
Tabqah, Nasmah, Bir al-Ghani, al-Shaqiqah, Wadi al-Muhnayn, al-Jafnub, and al-Bardi. 


A contract has also been signed with an international firm to build 600 housing 
unites within the city Limits of al-Bayda'. This will be an independent housing 
quarter, with its own primary school, mosque, and public market, in addition to 
other amenities, including roads, sewers, water and electricity. The total cost 
of this project is approximately 14,000,000 dinars. 


As tor the new city of al-Quwarshah, it is an accomplishment that stands by itself. 
This new city, which cost about 70,000 000 Libyan dinars, contains 2000 housing 
units, accomodating 10,000 persons. It has a public shopping center, health centers, 
schools and playgrounds for children, a post office, bank, walfare centers, and 

many other public amenities. 


This developmental and home-construction revolution has even reached the oases. 
Regarding al-Kafra!: oasis, for example, a contract was concluded with a firm to 
construct a new village, complete with amenities, containing 600 housing units. 

The contract also stipulates the building of roads, water and streetlight networks, 
and public gardens. 


In a serious attempt to relieve hotel congestion these days, a contract was recently 
signed for refurbishment and maintenance of the Waddan hotel in Tripoli. The con- 
tract, which is valued at about 3,000,000 Libyan dinars, stipulat«s that the hotel 
will be renovated, maintained and furnished with the best and most modern, up-to- 
date hotel equipment. 


Some of these huge projects are being Linked together, and with the rest of the 
cities, by a vast »odern network of roads and freeways. Their construction is 

being supervised by top-flight international firms, specializing in this field. The 
40-meter wide dual-speedway, which will link East, South and West Tripoli, and the 
entrances thereto, complete with 10 pedestrian bridges, has also nearly been com- 
pleted. 


Thus, one can say today that this new-born society has made important and real 
strides ahead in building the society of tomorrow.

ORDERS PLACED FOR ENERGY EQUIPMENT

[Text] Libya has awarded two important contracts to the Foster Wheeler Company in 
the oll sector, fora total cost of about $65 million. The first contract concerns 
the building of a petroleum coke plant in Zwara (Tripoli). The Foster Wheeler 
Company will be responsible for the planning, purchases, supervision of construc- 
tion, and the training of Libyan personnel. This contract is one of the most 
important awarded in recent years to an [talian planning company. 


The plant will be integrated into the big aluminum production complex and will 
produce 175,000 tons a year of calcined coke that will be used in part on the spot, 
in the adjacent aluminum plant. The Foster Wheeler Company will also construct a 
vacuum distillation plant, one for catalytic cracking, and one for the recovery of 
GPL [liquid petroleum gas], and in addition will be responsible for pertinent 
services. 


The second contract has to do with the management and all consultation services for 
the construction of a refinery in Misurata, where a steel mill is soon to be built. 
The Foster Wheeler Company will also execute the plans and choose the bids for this 
plant, whichwill have a capacity of 200,000 barrels a day and is to be completed 

in 4 years. The “task force” that will supervise the project will be located in 
the Milan and Rome offices of the Italian Foster Wheeler Company, which will parti- 
cipate significantly in the project.

In accordance with the official program put together by the CMSN and the office 
of state protocol, the deputies--who were also accompanied by Mr Kane Bouna, 
our ambassador accredited to the European Communities in Brussels--attended a 
working session wit!: a Mauritanian delegation headed by Mr Mohamed Yehdih O. 
Moktar Hacen, minister of the economy and finances, national manager for the 
European Development Fund [EDF]. 


Before an audience of many leaders in various socio-economic sectors affected

[Text] The Morocce=Spain negotiations that began late Tuesday afternoon in Madrid 
with the goal of signing new bilateral cooperation accords resumed late in the 
evening and continued late into the night, it has been learned from a source close 
to the Moroccan delegation. 


Moreccan participunts iu the negotiations are the minister of state for foreign 
affairs and cooperation, Mr “'Hamed Boucetta, the minister of commerce, industry, 
commercial fishing, and the merchant marine, Mr Azzedine Guessous, and Morocco's 
ambassador to Madrid, Mr Maati Jorio, On the Spanish side: the ministers of 
foreign affairs and agriculture, Mr Jose Pedro Perez Llorca and Jaime Lamo de 
Espinosa; the secretaries of state for foreign affairs and fisheries, Mr Rolles 
Piquer and Mr Miguel Aidasoro, and the Spanish ambassador to Rabat, Mr Alfonso de 
la Serna. 





Several accords covering various aspects of economic cooperation between the two 
countries were to be signed Wednesday, it has been learned from a source close 

to the Moroccan delegation. Also, the Spanish minister of foreign affairs hosted 
a dinner Tuesday in honor of M'Hamed Boucetta and Azzedine Guessous and the 
Moroccan delegation which accompanied them. 


In an exchange of remarks on that occasion, the minister of state for foreign 
affairs and cooperation and his Spanish counterpart highlighted the historical, 
economic, social and cultural ties uniting the two neighboring countries. 


Also, assessing the Morocco-Spain negotiations presently unfolding in Madrid, Mr 
Azeddine Guessous indicated that these negotiations cover fishing, agriculture, 
maritime traffic, the balance of trade, the financial sector, and the status of 
the Moroccan colony in Spain. 


"I think," said Mr Guessous, “that one of the major problems that remain in the 
relations between Morocco and Spain is that these relations are always centered on 
the fishing question, which still causes both problems of application and mis- 
understandings, and also political problems. The objective laid dowr for our 
delegation was from the start to put the fishing question into the framework of the 
overall and multisectoral cooperation between Morocco and Spain and to make this 
sector only one of several sectors around which our cooperation is based.” 


Thus, continued \z7edine Guessous, we have studied other components of that 
cooperation, in order to activate them for the first time. For example, we 
examined the trade deficit question and in this case we called for some corrective 
measures to diminish its size. It was agreed on this point that Spain is going to 
provide Morocco with some financial facilities to enable it to sustain a portion 
of its trade deficit. The Spanish side also made a number of commitments to 
assist Morocco in the agricultural sector, an area where it possesses great 
exnertence. 


The negotiations between Morocco and Spain also covered the status of the 
Moroccan colony in Spain. 








In thie |leld too, he added, the Spanish side made very precise commitments to 
insure thec the Morocean colony receives the same treatment as Spanish nationals." 


With respect to the maritime traffic between the two countries, the minister of 
commerce, industry, the merchant marine and commercial fishing indicated that the 
aim of the two delegations is to give practical application to the bilateral 
agreement, which has up to now been just an expression of intentions. 


"The two sides agreed to give real practical application to this accord on pas- 
senger traffic,” he said. 


The tirst comments sparked by these negotiations center on the actual fact that 
Spain has finally agreed to review all the disputes between Morocco and Spain. it 
is still too soon to judge the results that have been achieved, but it already 
seems that Moroccan firmness has paid off well! 


Signing of a Fishing Agreement Between Spain and Morocco 


It has been learned at the last minute that the minister of commerce, industry, 
the merchant marine and commercial fishing, Mr Azzedine Guessous, and the Spanish 
minister of agriculture, Mr Jaime Lamo de Espinosa, went ahead Wednesday morning 
with the signing of a new one-year fishing agreement that takes effect on | April. 
This agreement was described as very satisfactory to both sides. 


The signing ceremony took place in the presence of the minister of state for 
foreign affairs and cooperation, Mr Boucetta; the Spanish minister of foreign 
affairs, Mr Jose Pedro Perez Llorca; the secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
Mr Pobles Piquer; che undersecretary of state for fishing, Mr Miguel Aldasoro; 
Morocco's ambassador to Madrid and the Spanish ambassador to Rabat, Mr Maati Jorio 
and Alfonso de la Serna; the minister plenipotentiary of the Moroccan embassy in 
Madrid, Mr M'\iamed Boucetta, as well as the members of the two delegations. 


Similarly, the Spanish secretary of state for foreign affairs, Robles Piquer, and 
Morocco'’s ambassador to Madrid signed a cooperation protocol Wednesday morning 
covering economic exchanges, commercial fishing, financial cooperation, maritime 
transport, technical cooperation, agricultural cooperation, the Moroccan community 
in Spain, and pensions for former Moroccan soldiers in the Spanish army. 


Following these two signing ceremonies, Azzedine Guessous leaves the Spanish 
capital to return to Morocco. 


For his part, the minister of state for foreign affairs and cooperation will 
continue on with his official visit to Madrid until Thursday. Mr Boucetta should 
be received at 1230 hours (local time) by the president of the Spanish Government, 
Mr Leopoldo Calvo Soteto, and in the afternoon by King Juan Carlos of Spain, to 
whom he will present a message from His Majesty King Hassan II. 
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Spanish Concessions Revealed

[Text] Mr Azzedine Guessous, minister of commerce, industry, the merchant marine, 
and commercial fishing returned to Marrakech Wednesday trom Madrid, where he and 
his Spanish counterpart signed a new commercial fishing accord. On his arrival 

at the airport, Mr Gueseous told the press that Moroccan-Spanish relations have 
been somewhat tence over the last few weeks because of the Spanish position that 
tended to consider that negotiations between the two countries should only concern 
the commercial fishing sector. 


He stated that Morocco insisted that bilateral cooperation cover the fields of 
trade, finance, and agriculture as well as the status of the Moroccan colony in 
Spain, esctentific research, and other sectors. 


"After several weeks of discussions, we were able to sustain our position, and 
this was crowned bv the signing of a new commercial fishing accord, to last one 
year. We also re iewed commercial, financial, and social relations,” the 

minister asserted, adding that several dates were fixed for the resumption of that 
cooperation so that it will vield satisfactory results. Mr Guessous also said 
that among the points on which the two sides reached agreement was the reservation 
of a tishing zone extending the entire length of (Spain's) Atlantic coast, two 
kilometers in width, for Moroccan fishermen who do not have modern fishing equip- 
ment. 


in terms of financing, “r Guessous underlined that Morocco obtained substantial 
aid from Spain for financing development projects in commercial fishing and other 
sectors of the Moroccan economy. 


With respect to the social sector, Moroccan workers in Spain will enjoy the same 
advantages as those given to Spanish workers. In the trade field, Mr Guessous 
continued, the Moroccan side put the accent on the need to overcome Morocco's 
negative trade balance with Spain. Thus several measures were taken for the 
development of Mcroccan exports to Spain. 


The minister indicated that etforts are being made in the agricultural area. In 
order to turn a new page in this cooperation, we emphasize that the understanding 
show by Spanish leaders is such as to lead to positive results for both countries.

[Text]) There was always the desire to see relations between Morocco and Spain

With respect to developments in Moroccan-Spanish relations, Mr Boucetta observed 
that Morocco has “good friends” among the Spanish leaders, and Spanish and Moroccan 
officials work constantly for the interests of the two countries, “without regard 
for political or ideological orientations." 


Spain and Morocco Must Cooperate

[Text] With the conclusion of the Boucetta-Guessous mission, Morocco and Spain 
have rediscovered the temporarily lost path toward bilateral cooperation. This is 
| most welcome rediscovery, as misunderstanding and the freeze in Spanish-Moroccan 
relations were to the advantage of neither partner. 


Quite to the contrary, the geographic position of the two states, the multiplicity 
of links that unite the two peoples, a long-shared history and simple good sense 
dictated that Rabat and Madrid should find each other as quickly as possible. 


It is an accomplished fact now, but at what price? 


With the resignation of Mr Adolfo Suarez and the naming of “r Calvo Sotelo, one 
expected an improvement in biiateral relations. The new president of the council, 
from high on the rostrum of the Cortes, proclaimed that Moroccan-Spanish friendship 
came ahead of circumstantial disagreements. 


by this “signal,” which was perfectly well understood in Rabat, it was made known 
that negotiations between the two countries could indeed resume and conclude rapidly. 


This is where we are today, and a brief assessment, in light of the officially 
disseminated information, is required. 


The first point, which seems to be a positive one, is Spanish agreement to discuss 
and negotiate all our bilateral disputes. Madrid thus “corrected” its initial 
position which wa» to refuse to examine fishing issues along with questions of 
transport or our emigrant workers. 


Norocco ‘nsisted on the “linkage,” to tie all these questions into one negotiation 
and apparently succeeded in doing so. That merited commendation. 





Spain was under pressure to resolve the fishing problem because for Spain it was an 
economic question with major secial repercussions, 


Alter the BEC, Portugal, and other states refused to grant the tishing Licenses 
requested, tt was necessary for the Spanish tishing magnates to get some satisfac- 
tion, 


\c the conclusion of the Madrid talks, Morocco and its neighbor signed an ac id 
that dealt with economic exchanges, commercial fishing, financial cooperation, 
transport, technical assistance, agriculture, the Moroccan community in Spain, 
and pensions for the old Moroccan “Regulars” in the Spanish army. 


So a very substantial part of our bilateral relations were reviewed and doubtless 
amended in the direction of some recognition of the legitimacy of Moroccan demands. 


Madrid cast off some ballast, made concessions, and addressed problems that Spain 
previously refused to discuss. 


It seems then that the Spanish negotiators understood that they could no longer 
maintain their previous position of demanding exorbitant advantages tor their 
‘ishermen without »ome other counterpart besides paying a tax on the fish. 


However, we must also not hide the fact that the principal agreement gives satis- 
taction to Madrid. 


Even if Spanish trawlers must have at least two Moroccan sailors, even if the tax 
is increased by 50 percent, the accord is valid for 1 year and not 3 years as in 
the past. 


The improvement is significant, as the text does not contain any numerical limita- 
tion on the fish tonnage that can be caught or on the number of trawlers that can 
ply the length of our coasts. 


(oO the Moroccan concessions are undeniable. 


If one wants to look at things reasonably and objectively, one must recognize 

that Spain has obtained a significant reprieve, while Morocco is getting compensa- 
tion that should not be underestimated. This can be acceptable only from one point 
of view. 


Morocco and Spain are condemned to come to terms, to cooperate, to make their 
relations bear fruit in every domain. 


For our country it is absolutely essential to use this year's reprieve to lead 
Spain to an overall accord, definitive and multi-disciplinary, that would truly 
commit the two partners for a long time to come.

NEW PROVINCE DEVELOPMENT NOTED BY LTS GOVERNOR

lExcerpts!} the Province of Taounate is a recent creation. Its governor, Mr Mohamed 
[richa, was quite willing to give us an interview in which he described the major 
reasons behind suclh a creation, what the results have been, and the socio-economic 
projects which are going to change the face of that province from top to bottom. 


At the start of this interview, the governor stressed that given the problems 

being experienced by the town of Fes, as the capital city of the north central 
economic region, important events in Fes which escape national attention, and given 
the rapid increase of demographic growth, it was imperative for Taounate to have 
its own province to develop closer ties with the central administration by means 

of their elected officials and administrative representatives. 


(the tirst positive aspect of such a decision is that it lightened the heavy burden 
the Province of Fes previously carried. The second consideration is that the state 
put together all the conditions and resources necessary for this new province to 
get off to a good start. The creation of the Province of Taounate came at a time 
when the international economic situation was truly delicate. This in turn led 

to the acceptance of certain sacrifices, particularly on the part of the population, 
which is convinced that these problems are an integral part of the Hassanian chal- 
lenge. In conclusion, ve might say that our province is losing no time catching 

up to the "pack" ot the other provinces of the Kingdom. A 6 billion centime bud- 
getary package has been allocated to the Province of Taounate. This is far from 
being insignificant, considering the present predicament of our country. 


Mr Mohamed Tricha went on to say that there is also a problem of the concentration 
of local technical administrative services. At present we only have health ser- 
vices, education, posts and telecommunications, and youth and sports. But these 
services are unable to fulfill their missions, given the meagerness of the resources 
it their disposal ° 


[he naming of a local official constitutes in itself proof and testimony to the 
central administration's determination to resolve the problems of the citizens. 
But resources by themselves are not enough. There must also be comprehensive under- 
standing of tiie various obstacles and problems. Consequently, we are asking all 
the ministries--and it is the least they can do--to designate representatives in our 





province, with the aim of setting up a coherent technical administrative apparatus, 
in the absense of which the problem of decentralization will remain unsolved, 


It should be noted that there are projects whose side-effects will completely 
change the face of the region and which will have helpful impact on the national 
picture. Among these projects, Mr Tricha said, are the Karia-Tissa project and 
the "Mja=ra" dam, which will require 240 billion centimes (as published). Mijara 
will be Morocco's biggest dam and the third largest in all of Africa. It will 
contain a lake 35 km in length and permit the irrigation of more than 100,000 
hectares. It must be emphasized that for the first time, and in accordance with 
royal directives, we are presently working in concert with the ministerial depart- 
ments concerned to liquidate all the problems of inhabitants whose lands were 
inundated by the water from the dam. 


Decentralization theretore means intorming the citizens of everything that affects 
their lives, their hopes, and their concerns. There are also other plans that will 
soon be brought to light such as the construction of new health units, primary 
schools, colleges and high schools, as part of the next 5-year plan. 


fo a question dealing with the relationship between the province and the north cen- 
tral economic region, the governor said that Taounate Province, in this connection, 
is called upon to play an essentially agricultural role, since everyone in the 
province is engaged in rural work. Because of this fact, it is indispensable to 
make further progress in agricultural development. 


In practice, this means projects such as Karia Tissa, Mjara, and DERRO [expansion 
unknown]. Taounate Province also has agricultural potential hitherto unexploited. 
All these elements together will result in the possibility ot interpreting its 
relation to the nerth central economic region as complementary and parallel to the 
latter. In other vords, we intend to build a tourist complex on the lake of the 
Mjara dam. But agricultural activity remains the foundation of all the planning 
of the province. We are determined to raise the standard of living of the small 
farmer in accordan e with the instructions of His Majesty the King Hassan Il, as 
given out in his speech in Marrakesh, which was highly esteemed by all the inhabi- 


tants of the province. \lso, Mr Tricha underlined, there is the commercial side, 
which is the product ot agricultural life and will reflect the evolution the prov- 
ince is undergoins in the socio-economic field. We are also counting on the in- 
vestment of private capital which will help to insure better economic advancement 
in the lite of the province. lo this, we work tirelessly to encourage the 
private sector: in this connection, we are trying to create a development company 
whose mission will be to invigorate economic life in the interior of the province 
through participation in certain projects, particularly in fig and olive canning, 
on which provincia ‘ricultural lite hinges. 

in the regi il context, it is titting to note that other provinces benefit from 
the results \ protitable enterprises depending on Taounate. For example, the 
Idriss | dam involves the Provinces ot Fes and Taza. It is the same with Mjara, 


which will irrigate oreos in Gharb, even though it is located on the border be- 
tween Kenitra and l|aounete. These projects thus assume national, more than local 


or regional, importance.

HISTORY OF ‘AMNESTY SUDAN' DETAILED 
London AL=-DUSTUR in Arabic 16-22 Mar 81 pp 17-19 


[Interview with Professor Shawqi Malasi, Secretary of Amnesty Sudan: '"Al-Nimayri's 
Power Turned Against Constitutional, Lega’ Authority" date and place not given] 


{Text} Amnesty Sudan is the first Arab organization concerned with defending the 
rights of political prisoners. AL-DUSTUR interviewed Professor Shawqi Malasi, 
secretary of the organization, relative to the recent repressive actions taken by 
the Sudanese president, in disregard of justice. 


[Question] Could we discuss the origins of Amnesty Sudan? 


[Answer] There have been attempts by Sudanese citizens, especially lawyers, led by 
the Sudanese lawyers' guild, to constantly defend human rights, not just in Sudan, 
but in the Arab Nation and the entire world. Several attempts were made, in the 
past, to create organizations for this purpose. I might mention that some members 
of the Sudanese delegation to the Arab lawyers’ conference, held in Damascus in 
1968, participated vith Professor Sulayman al-Hadidi, then head of the Jordanian 
lawyers, as well as Professor Badr al-Din al-Madthar, member of the regional leader- 
ship of the Arab Socialist Ba'ath Party, in submitting a paper entitled "Arab 

Human Rights." It was approved by the conference, and was considered a basic docu- 
ment. However, organized steps to protect the individual's rights have run into 
difficulties from time to time. 


With regard to Sudan, after the establishment of the dictatorial, tyrannical regime, 
led by Marshal al-Numayri, and after he had clearly and overtly revealed his re- 
actionary, imperialist mien, the need arose to establish a body or organization to 
work on behalf of defending the freedoms and rights of the Sudanese citizen. 


The lawyers’ guild began to undertake this role at home, in a way that rejected 

all types of pressures and temptations. It was the only guild that the regime was 
unable to get to join the unions belonging to the Sudanese Socialist Union, the sole 
party, which only exists because of Ja'afar Numayri. Because many Sudanese are 
abroad, it gave the» the opportunity for more flexible initiative and activity, 

not subject to government surveillance. When the regime continued its abuses of 
rights and violations of justice against freedoms and citizens, Amnesty Sudan was 
created; it was called "The Sudanese People's National Organization." It was 
created from groups both at home and abroad. It began to watch for the regime's 
violations, and report them through various connections and channels to interna- 
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tional organizations. Recently, the organization's structure has become official 
and public, and has obtained a center, outside of Sudan, so that it can work more 
freely and effectively. In fact, in July 1979, the organization's formation became 
official, its structure announced, and its internal by-law and regulations adopted. 
Professor al-Sharif Husayn al-Hindi, head of the Democratic Unionist Party, and 
'eader of the Sudanese opposition, was elected president of the organization. 
Professor Badr al-Din al-Madthar, member of the regional leadership of the Arab 
Socialist Ba'ath Party, was elected vice-president. The lawyer, Professor Ahmad 
Zayn al-'Abidayn, was elected treasurer, and the lawyer, Professor Shawqi Malasi, 
was elected permanent secretary. Professor Muhammad ‘Abd al-Juwwad, Faruq Muhammad 
"Ali, Radi’ Hasanayn, a representative of the Sudanese lawyers’ guile. Dr Jalal 
Yusef, Mr Ahmad 'Uqayl, Mr Ahmad Qabbani, Mr Muhammad Shaykhan, and }rofessor Fath 
al-Rahman al-Badawi all joined as members. 


The permanent secretariat general is entitled to add to it whomever it deems ad- 
visable. This was the secretariat's first organization, and we saw to it that it 
was done accurately and legally. The organization was named Amnesty Sudan, in 
English, in order to facilitate dealing in this name with international organiza- 
tions, and to derive benefit from the name "Amnesty", which carries weight with all 
nations and governments of the world. 


[Question] Is there a relationship between Amnesty Sudan and Amnesty International; 
that is, is it a branch of the latter? 


[Answer] Amnesty Sudan is not a branch of Amnesty International, the internat ional 
organization of amnesty. However, it does the same work in a specialized forn, 
which is specifically regarding prisoners and political and trade-union freedoms 

in Sudan. 


[Ouestion] In that case, could Amnesty International take on the cases of Sudanese 
prisoners? 


[Answer] Yes. The relationship existing at present between us and Amnesty Inter- 
national is a relationship of complete cooperation, with respect to information, and 
the conditions and circumstances of Sudanese prisoners. We supply them with all the 
information we obtain; we help them with all means of contacting the prisoners 

and their families, and furnish them with any available information about the situa- 
tion in Sudan pertaining to freedoms and basic rights. For their part, they make 
available to us all the information they deem appropriate to furnish, and they 
devotedly and in detail follow with us all cases relative to the situation regarding 
freedom in Sudan. 


‘Question] Does Amnesty Sudan include representatives from Sudanese parties only, 
or does it include representatives of a broad national and popular spectrum? 


[Answer] It basically includes persons concerned with matters of rights and free- 
doms, irregardless of their party affiliation. [It should be underscored that the 
Sudanese opposition, represented by the alliance of the Democratic Unionist Party 
and the Arab Socialist Ba'ath Party--Sudanese region, is acutely aware of the im- 
portance of basic freedom in Sudan. They disassociate themselves from the dicta- 
torial, one-man regime, or any attempt to perpetuate it. In fact, the organization 
is an organized structure, but it came about as the fruit of the alliance of those 





two parties. However, it and its membership are not limited to members of the two 
parties. On the contrary, any Sudanese person can join, provided he is ready to 
defend freedom, is committed to the organization's rules, and does not attempt to 
exploit it for narrow reasons, 


The organization's goals are broad, not restricted just to demanding the release of 
political prisoners. We would defend every prisoner and any political and trade- 
unionist right. In other words, one should consider every freedom, without be 
subject to anything else, except the rule of law, but valid and sound laws, no. 
laws custom-made for the benefit of a state or system. 


{Question} Has the organization exposed conditions in Sudanese prisons, through 
Arab or international media? 


[Answer] We have tried this, but unfortunately, we have not yet found ample scope 
in the international press, or even in the Arab press published abroad, except for 
AL-DUSTUR. We have sent many statements and telegrams, pertaining to human rights 
violations in Sudan, to the British press. However, this does not mean that we 
will stop trying, but we will concentrate on strengthening our ties with organiza- 
tions specializing in defending human rights, such as the World Federation of Demo- 
cratic Lawyers, the International Organization for Justice, located in Brussels, 
the UN Human Rights Commission, which is centered in Geneva, as well as with Amnesty 
International, the Organization of Black Lawyers, and all the Arab organizations, 
such as the Federation of Arab Jurists and the Federation of Arab Lawyers. Through 
these organizations, we shall try to expose the violations of the regime in Sudan. 


[Question] Does the organization have its private information regarding this situa- 
tion? 


[Answer] The organization, in fact, has begun activity for solidarity with the 
prisoners who were arrested in January, 1979, while protesting the Camp David ac- 
cords, and the Sudanese regime's traitorous position, subservient to Sadat. This 
was where the idea began, to launch a campaign of world solidarity, which included 
many countries. Many telegrams were received from Europe, Latin America and Asia. 
The organization published a pamphlet in this regard, which was widely distributed. 
It was also distributed at the Arab Lawyers' conference, held in Rabat last year. 


[Question] Does Amnesty Sudan attend Arab and international conferences, as a part 
of its media activity? 


[Answer] We try to be active in these conferences, but our resources have so far 
prevented widespread activities, especially since attending conferences is costly, 
as they are hold in widely-scattered places. For now, we lack sufficient resources 
or cadre to participate effectively in every conference. However, to the extent 
we have the opportunity, we distribute news releases at these conferences, as hap- 
pened at the conference of Non-governmental Organizations in Geneva. There we 
handed out a memorandum explaining prisoners’ conditions in Sudan, and the human 
rights violations there. We also distributed a memorandum at the meeting of the 
Human Rights Commission, being held now in Geneva. Moreover, we submitted a memo- 
randum to the Federation of Arab Journalists, relative to what was happening in 
Sudan, with regard to dissolving the Sudanese journalists’ trade-union. We also 
submitted a memorandum to the secretary general of the Arab Jurists' Federation, 





and the secretary ,eneral of the Permanent Committee to Defend Freedoms, in Bagh- 
dad, concerning the violations of the regime in Sudan, pertaining to Sudanese jus- 
tice and lawyers. We have submitted other memoranda to Amnesty International, the 
Organization of Democratic Lawyers, and other organizations who follow prisoner con- 
ditions and rights throughout the world. 


[Question] Would you explain these violations occurring in Sudanese prisons, and 
against human rights in that country? 


[Answer] The first violation was mutiny against the democratic system, and bearing 
arms against the legal government. 


[Question] Do you mean that the revolution itself, led by al-Numayri, was a viola- 
tion, a mutiny? 


[Answer] Yes. Sowe good-intent ioned persons, or some duped by slogans, took part, 
but in fact, it was a coup engineered by outside forces. [t was obvious from the 
first day, despite all the slogans, that it would work to establish a one-man, dic- 
tatorial regime in Sudan. The first republican orders made it a crime merely to 
speak disparagingly of a minister or member of the revolutionary leadership council, 
a crime punishable by execution. From the first day, they purged the governmental 
system, especially the judicial system. Public surveiliance appeared, along with 
acts of terrorism, tortune and pillage, as well as the acts of the national security 
apparatus along this line, especially arrests without warrants and practising tor- 
ture on prisoners. The state had become a jungle. Numayri tried to legislate the 
terror. For the first time in any constitution, we saw preventive arrest included 
in the constitution. That was to prevent the courts from issuing a judgement of 
unconstitutionality against any law, and especially a preventive arrest law. As 

an example, the citizen Ahmad ‘Uthman al-Shayiki submitted a case to the Supreme 
Court, appealing his acrest as illegal. When it became evident that the head of 

the judiciary was no plaything in the regime's hands, and that a judgement of un- 
constitutionality would be issued in the case, every step was taken to stop the 
judgement from being issued. Then the attempt to change the government (under 

the leadership of the martvr Hassan Husayn) occurred on 9/5. This was their op- 
portunity; the clause pertaining to preventive arrest was added to the constitution. 


The Numayri regime gradually gave the ministers authority to issue decrees, under 
which no appeal to the courts, in any form, was permitted. Therefore, justice in 
Sudan gradually became a toy in the government's hand. It has even gone so far 

that the present head of the judiciary, Khalafullah al-Rashid, has become a member 
of the political office of the sole ruling party. Or rather, decrees were issued 
forcing the justices to join the sole party. It must be stressed that Sudan's 
judges, despite all these constraints, and despite all the temptations, have con- 
tinued to resist, striving to preserve the rule of law. This has caused the regime 
to strip the judiciary of many reforms, and to transfer a great many political cases 
to special or emergency courts. In situations in which political cases were brought 
to trail, the judges found the courage to release suspects, rejecting the govern- 
ment 's orders to issue prison sentences against them. This made the government it- 
self, which is based on protecting persons, have to issue judgements of innocence, 
regarding preventive detention, without any basis in law. Other violations are 
numerous, but we don't have room to include them all. However, these have been 

some examples with regard to law and judicial authorities.

[Text] At the end of a visit to the zones liberated by the 
Saharan People's Liberation Army [ALP.] during offensiv.s, 
Houari Boumediene and Chahid Mustapha Sayed El Ouali and those 
who carried it out, aS well as the special correspondents of 
the French weekly newspaper EXPRESS, APF and THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS to the Mahbes, Jdiriya, Lebouirat and Haouza fortifi- 
cations blown up by the Moroccan troops, the special 
correspondents of the Algerian Press Service and the French 
daily newspaper LE MONDE met within the Western Sahara with 
Secretary General of the Front Polisario Mohamed Abdelaziz, 
who inquired about the health of the Moroccan prisoners 
captured at “as El Khanfra by Saharan soldiers the previous 
week. The interview took place at Bir Lehlou, where the 
Saharan Democratic Arab Republic |SDAR] was proclaimed on 2/ 
February 19/6. 


Question] Several delegations of journalists have travelled through Ouarkziz and 
the North of the Western Sahara this week. They saw that the Saharan soldiers are 
in possession of the tield where in fact nothing exists of the Moroccan army but 
burnt tanks and vehicles. They spoke to captured Moroccan ofticers who did not 
think that the Moroccan army is capable of winning this war some day. Is the 
Saharan People's Liberation Army strong enough to decide the issue on the field? 


[Anewer! We don't want history to say at the regional level that such and such an 
army was defeated by such and such another. We do not want history to record that. 
Considering all that we have in common, the future in particular, religion, 
language, traditions, history, | feel that all these ties compel our peoples to 
cooperat ne day and to join forces. We would prefer to arrive at this situation 
rather .hun at the humiliation of an entire people (the Moroccan people). 


in truth, neither the Moroccan people nor the Moroccan army are responsible for 
this wor. tft was forced upon them by those who benefit from it. Our people had 
no other chotce than to fight in order to preserve their existence. Remember the

Winsacres by napalm and phosphorus and the bombings done by the Moroccan army 
When (t I[nvaded our country. uur cause being just, the Saharan soldier being 
protoundly convinced of the legitimacy ot the battle he is fighting, it is 
natural tor the ALPS to be in possession of the tield. Our people and our army 
will emerge the victors trom this contest which has been torced on them by the 
mongers of war and injustice. 


What you said is true. We know that neither the Moroccan ofticers nor their 
SsOldiers belleve they will win this war. The enthusiasm which fired them in 1975 
ifter Moroccan propaganda at the time of the Green March has been extinguished by 
the 1haran soldiers. The hope ot a military victory has faded away, and the FAR 
[Royal Armed Forces| are fully aware of their inadequacy. They can only decline, 
and their disintegration is continuing and worsening. 


ihis situatlon stems from logic and objectivity. The soldiers ot the FAR have 
become aware that they are dying for an unjust fight and tor a tew pennies at 
most. The Saharan soldier, on the other hand, is animated by a real national 
liberation struggle mystique. He has faith in his country, in his people, in 
their cause and in himsellt. He knows that even if he dies, it will be a glorious 
death. In his presence, the Moroccan soldier understands that the reasons for 
this war are not his own but rather those of a regime which is trying to maintain 
itsell on the throre. his rude awakening is general today in the Moroccan army 
where they are wondering why, since it is supposed to be a question of the 
integrity ot Moroccan territory, regions in the North of Morocco are still 

onized and without the King talking about it, why instead of digging trenches 
in the desert, arable lands would not be valorised. Why, instead of buying 
hundreds of sophisticated tanks, planes, cannons, isn't Morocco building more 
schools, health care centers, roads?

[Answer] Our conditions are well known. We have spared no effort to put an end

[Question] The role of France... 


\Answer| France has had experience with colonial wars and expeditions. It is 

in the best position to know the legitimacy of the cause detended by the Saharan 
people. From 1908 to 1934, in 1956 (Operation Ecouvillon) and since 1975, France 
has aided and is continuing its aid to Morocco in the agression which it has 
perpetrated against our people. France, however, speaks the language o! neutrality 
and negotiation. But then why does it pour its military experts, its tanks, its 
planes, its cannons into Morocco? Why is it oltficering the Moroccan army? For 
what purposes are French military experts instructing Moroccan units about the 
climate and geography of the Western Sahara? Why are they teaching these units 
the characteristics of the Saharan soldier? This makes us doubt France's neutrality 
as well as its sincerity. 


[In 1979 and at the beginning of 1980 (before the Ouarkziz operations) during an 
extremely short period, Morocco procured from France a certain number ot bombers 
the pilots of which had been trained in France. The AMX-lLORC tank command 
established by Morocco was set up in record time, and this equipment, like the 
rest, was taken from the French army's equipment. This does not tally with 
France's positfon, which should be real and consonant with its requirements, in 
order to tacilitate the return to peace. Instead ot raking the coals, France 
should be trying to extinguish them. 


France has exactly this capacity to promote contacts with the interested parties 
and treat them on the same equal footing. ILIt is sufficiently well informed tor 
that. 


\Question] The United States of America has also promised to provide arms to 


Moroce Yee 


[Answer] In 1980 American delegations visited the region and made declarations on 
that occasion. We tried to inform the American government as much as possible 
ibout the di ferent aspects of the problem. This is exactly why we were affected 
by the USA's decision to furnish still more arms to Morocco (tanks, planes, etc.). 
\rms were celivered effectively and rapidly. This is an unfriendly action toward 
the Saharen people and toward all the peoples who love justice. 


The American position is contrary to the interests of the reyion, includint those 
ff Morocee itself. Neither the USA nor France apparently want the tal’ of King 
Hassan LI But the USA and France have done nothing to sateguard the Moroccan 


regime in order to really save it. It should be helped to end **e war. 


[Question] What soiution would suit King Hassan? 


'Answer|] Political courage does not consist merely of starting a war. Ending it 
requires as much character, and King Hassan LI is not naware that he cannot 
impose this war indefinitely on the Moroccan people. 
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It the king asks us to organize an honorable way out tor him, we will do it. If 

not, combat will decide the outcome of the war. The recommendations of international 
organizations cannot be clearer. Lf the king of Morocco really wants the end of the 
wir we will find a solution. In reality the organizational framework of the UN is 
the best for that. 


Those who are aidin: Hassan [1 militarily and tinancially are precisely those who 
are not encouraging fiim to finish with the problem oft the Western Sahara. Having 
perceived that he was in a very dangerous situation, Hassan LI tried to draw into 
his wake and into the adventure the major powers which had supported it at the 
beginning. Thus the USA and France are supporting it in its steps. These two 
countries are members of the UN Security Council. They should bring their full 
weight to bear on the king instead of encouraging his plans to the detriment of 
decisions ot international organizations. 


[Question] Wouldn't the triangle tactic for forming a "no man's land" around the 
cities of Smara, E! Ayoun and Dakhla be a political operation? 


[Answer] <At the beginning of the Moroccan adventure, the FAR (Moroccan Army) was 
spread over the entire territory of the Western Sahara and to the north of 
Mauritania. During an initial phase the Saharan soldiers, then inadequately 
equipped, encircled each Moroccan position. During a second phase, we engaged 

in destroying the Moroccan positions one after another. The King of Morocco 
reorganized his army several times. In 1980 he again improved his troops 
qualitatively and in quantity us well, equipping them with sophisticated arms, 
missiles, ultra-modern tanks and new planes. He replaced General Dlimi with 
Colonel Abrouk and appointed a great number ot officers. The formation of large 
reinforced columns (Ouhoud, Zeliaka, etc.) was to have served to preserve the 
major positions before passing to the offensive. On this occasion he set a time 
limit of the end of 1980 for the war. The major battles of Ouarkziz, which ended 
in disaster and in the destruction of Moroccan units, caused this plan to fail. 
In March and April L980 the Moroccan army was broken, shattered and the king's 
hopes dashed. He then opted for a new tactic recommended by the foreign states 
aidins him. This tactic consists of creating a block around important points as 
was done in Vfetnam and in Algeria especially in order to be able to keep a port, 
the phosphate mines and the El-Ayoun-Morocco Road. But the circumstances are not 
those of Vietnam anc ‘lgeria. The king is taking into consideration only a small 
portion of the vast theatre ol operations. 


The “triangle” operation had an objective that was at once political and military. 
The king wanted to finis' with the war before the end of 1980 and justify all the 

sacrifices that he had imposed on the Moroccan people. THe king thought, moreover, 
of the OAU |Oreanization of African Unity] and the "ad hoc" committee which it 

had formed. Bv trving to eate this triangle, it is trying to guarantee relative 
stability in a part of the Western Sahara which does not represent a quarter of 

the Latter's area. 


We have heard Morocco's proposition being submitted to the "ad hoc" committee. For 
our part, the idea of a referendum is one whose time has passed, and we invite the 
QAU to come to ascertain it on the spot. 
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lOues tion] The World Bank, the [nternational Monetary Fund, the other financial 

organizations and Morocco's allies have never poured so much investment capital 

[nto Morocco as during 1980, Could this have consequences for the course of the 
S 

war. 


\Answer| These loans and these investments witness the disastrous situation which 
the Moroccan economy is experlencing. 


The patched up reconciliations and the massive aid provided to Morocco will be ol! 
no avafl to it. The secret, the remedy is nothing other than the end of the war. 


Juestion] The king of Morocco has always succeeded in gaining time. Can he still 
do so in order to delay the SDAR's admission to the OAU? 


[Answer| Time is workin: for us. Our cause has made immense progress these Last 
years, and recognition ot the SDAR is increasing. Besides, the consequences o! 
the war within Morocco are worsening and that turther promotes our struggle. In 
l\¥/6 the king succeeded in delaying the recognition at the OAU of the Polisario as 


a national Liberation movement. But is that helping it? 


In 19/6 Morocco succeeded in paralyzing the OAU summit. But did that constitute a 
victory? Whose success was it? “ecently in Freetown the SDAR did not immediately 
obtain a seat at the OAU, because of the king's maneuvers, but did that prevent 
other countries from recognizing the SDAR? Did that change the OAU charta? No. 
Morocco multiplied the obstacles betore the OAU "ad hoc" committee. It did not 
ippear in Morrovia, and it refused to apply the summit's recommendations. At a 
time when the "ad hec' committee was trying to determine a so’ution, Hassan IL! 
opted tor escelation in the contlict. 

However, other resolutions came to add themselves to the preceding ones and to 
clarity further the problem. Some 60 states insisted on the application of the 
OAU resolutions at the last summit of non-aligned countries. 

The longer that continues, the more the SDAR will obtain access to the inter- 
national authorities by right and in the most deserved manner. The confusion 
and the smokescreen created by the king of Morocco have grown blurred.

[Question] In 1980 the USA a=peared to be suddenly interested in the problem ot! 
the Western Sahara. Are they thinking ot mediation? 


lAnawer| The USA never abstained from the problem before 1980. Their interests 
prompted them to take a more active interest in the case. For they foresaw the 
end of the conflict. That betokens their bias and their partisan attitude in 
favor ot Morocco. 


The Saharan people escaped the genocide attempted by the Moroccan army with the 
support of the USA. With the throne tottering today and the Moroccan army routed, 
the United States are showing t! -ir interest, which ill concelas its real 
objectives. Was it so urgent for the Reagan administration to provide arms to 
Morocco? That makes us wonder about the USA's goals. 


[Question] Senghor claimed that Senegalese prisoners were killed by the Front 
Polisarto. 


[Answer] ‘hat is ridiculous. Senghor is no longer president of Senegal. IL hope 
that everything connected with his policy toward the SDAR has departed with him. 
As for the prisoners, I remind you that the Mauritanian and Senegalese soldiers 
liberoted by the Front Polisario spoke on their country's radio and on their 
recurn home. “ey never tired of praising the respect that we gave them. 


It is Senghor who is obviously racist. Fortunately for us, our enemies’ 
accusations are disintegrating of themselves. In the beginning Senghor said 
that it was the Algerians who were fighting in our place. Next he accused the 
Vietnamese, then the Cubans, then the Chadians. No, that is ridiculous. 


[Question] The Saharan epic and the explo’ ss of the Saharan soldiers have caused 
it to be said that the Saharan People's Liberation Front also included 
Mauritanians. Is that true? 


[Answer] There has never been a single soldier of the SLPS [Saharan People's 
Liberation Army} wiw was not from the Western Sahara.

After the tripartite accord of wadrid 
ind the unexpected invasion of the Western Sahara, the major cities of the Western 
Sahara were occupied and part ot their residents transferred to Mauritania and 


Morocco. Some of them are returning to us after the peace concluded with 
Mauritania, since thev were unable to flee in time for Lack of means.

{Text} A delegation of the Association of Natives of Saguia El Hamra and Rio de 
Oro (AOSARIO) has been in Brussels since 2! March conducting an informational cam- 
paign with the parliament and the Belgian press. The delegation had contacts 
with the members of the foreign affairs committee of the parliament, where the 
Algerians tried unsuccessfully to instigate a debate on Morocco's recaptured 
territories. 


On 23 and 24 March the AOSARIO delegation gave interviews to the Belgian paper 
LE SOIR, to BBC, to West German radio, to RTBF [expansion unknown) and to Voix des 
Emigres [Voice of the Emigrants]. 


On 23 March the AOSARIO delegation, led by Mr Ahmed Rachid, held a working session 
with two representatives of the secessionist wing of the so-called POLISARIO Front, 
during which a common platform was drawn up. The two representatives, on behalf 

of the secessionist wing of the POLISARIO Front, submitted to the AOSARIO delega- 
tion a list of fairly influential people in the Tindouf concentration camps who 
were arrested by the Algerian authorities and accused of being Moroccan agents. 
These individuals, as well as the members of their cells, are presently in Algerian 
military prisons.

These individuals were leaders in the Tindouf concentration camps. They were 
arrested along with the members of their celle, in al! more than 500 victime whom 
the Algerians accuse of being Moroccan “agen.s."

great territory of southern Algeria, The removal of these Saharane from the prox- 
imity of Morocco was followed by the arrival, in the concentration camps, of 4 
great number of “refuges” of Mauritanian, Algerian, Malian, Nigerian, and 

Chadian origin.
